| From a Spirit Reporter. 

Let us not too closely. Translated, 
this is the narrative of the spirit corre- 
spondent, Who is looking down upon me at 
this moment from his high home and admir- 
ing to see how the art and mystery of spell-: 
ing have improved since his time: 

“JT was commanded by my lord the Lord 
Mayor to make a report for the archives, 
and was furnished with a fleet horse and 
with a paper permitting me to go anywhere 
at my will without let or hindrance, even 
up and down the processional! route, though 
no other person not of the procession itself 
was allowed this unique privilege during the 
whole of the 21st and 22d. 

“In the morning of the 22d, toward noon, 
I rode from the tower into the city and 
through it as far as Paul's. All the way, 
on both sides, all the windows, balconies, 
and roofs were crowded with people; and 

wherever there was a vacancy it had been 
built up in high tiers of seats covered with 
red cloth, and these seats were also filled 
with people, in all cases in bright holiday 
attire, the women of fashion barring the 
view from all in the rear with those tiresome 
extinguisher hats, which of late have grown 
to be a cloth-yard high. From every bal- 
cony depended silken stuffs of splendid and 
various color, and figured and pictured rich 
tapestry. 2 

Fair Sight to See. 

It was brisk, sharp weather, but a rare 
one for sun; and when one looked down this 
swinging double wall of beautiful fabrics 
glowing and flashing and changing color, 
like prisms in the flooding light, it was a

She has seen America invent arb‘tration, 
the eventual substitute for that enslaver of 
nations, the standing army; and she has 
seen England pay the first bill under it and 
America shirk the second—but only tem- 
porarily; of this we may be sure. 

She has seen a Hartford American [Dr. 
Wells} apply anesthetics in surgery for the 
first time in history, and for all time banish 
the terrors of the surgeon’s knife; and she 
has seen the rest of the world ignore the 
discoverer and a Boston doctor steal the 
credit of his wor K. 

She has seen medical and scientific sani- 
tation cut down the death rate of civilized 
cities by more than half, and she has seen 
these agencies set bounds to the Eurppean 
march of cholera and imprison the black 
death in its own home. 

Advancement of Women. 

She has seen woman freed from the oppres- 
sion of many burdensome and unjust laws; 
colleges established for her; privileged to 
earn degrees in men’s colleges—but not get 
them; in some regions rights accorded to her 
which lift her near to political equality with 
man; and a hundred breadwinning occupa- 
tions found for her where hardly one existed 
before—among them medicine, the law, and 
professional nursing. The Queen has herself 
recognized merit in her sex; of the 501 Lord- 
ships which she has conferred in sixty years 
one was upon a woman. 

The Queen has seen the right to organize 
trade unions extended to the workingman, 
after that right had been the monopoly of 
guilds of masters for 600 years. 

She has seen the workman rise into polit- 
ical notice, then into political force, then (in 
some parts of the world) into the chief and 
commanding political force; she has seen the 
day’s labor of twelve, fourteen, and eighteen 
hours reduced to eight, a reform which has 


made labor a means of extending life in- 


stead of & means of Committing salaried 
suicide. 

But it is useless to continue the list—it has 
no end. 

Varied Complexion in Precession. 

There will be complexions in the proces- 
sion today which will suggest the vast dis- 
tances to which the British dominion has 
extended itself around the fat rotundity of 
the globe since Britain was a remote, un- 
known back settlement of savagés, with tin 
for sale, 2,000 or 3,000 years ago, and also 
how great a part of this extension is com- 
paratively recent; also, how surprisingly 
speakers of the English tongue have in- 
creased within the Queen’s time. 

When the Queen was born there were not 


more than.25,000,000 English-speaking peo- 


ple in the world; there are about 120, C00, 000 
now. 

The other long reign Queen, Elizabeth, 
reigned over a short 100,000 square miles of 
territory, and perhaps 5,000,000 subjects; 
Victoria reigns over more territory than 
any other sovereign in the world’s history 
ever reigned over; her estate covers a fourth 
part of the habitable area of the globe, and 
her subjects number about 400,000,000. 

It is indeed a mighty estate, and I perceive 
now that the:English are mentioned in the 
Bible: 

Bl are the meek, for they shall in- 


nerit the earth.” — :

On Wednesday last Mrs. Mackay gave a 
small luncheon in honor of Mr. and Mrs, De 
Young, and on Thursday Mr. Shults drove 
Mr. and Mrs. De Young and a party to Ascot 
in his coach. 

The United States Ambassador, Colönel 
John Hay, the staff of the United States 
Embassy, Rear Admiral J. N. Miller, Com- 
mander William H. Emory, chief of Admiral 
Miller's staff, and Captain Cook of the 
United States cruiser Brooklyn have been 
given seats in St. Paul’s churchyard for the 
ceremony on Tuesday.

SAYS MR. M'KINLEY WASTES HIS TIME 


Negotiations with Spain for Autonomy 
for Cuba, It Is Said, Will Never 
Be Accepted. 


Philadelphia, Pa., June 19.—[Special.]}— 
General Emilio Nunez, the Cuban leader, 
who now has his headquarters at Key West, 
has been north on a flying visit for the last 
forty-eight hours. At noon he returned to 
Florida, his mission in the North being 4 
complished. 

Gen. Nunez reviewed the Cuban situation 
this morning and said: There is no more 
filibustering. ‘There has been none for.two 
months. The decision was made long ago 
that filibustering should be abandoned. The 
arrests and trials and annoyances were too 
expensive. A filibustering expedition con- 
sists of arms and men. They are never sent 
together. The munitions we wish to fur- 
nish our friends on the island are sent on a 
merchant vessel consigned to them, which 18 
something we have a perfect right to do. 
Any men who intend going to Cuba go with- 
out arms. We are thus entirely within the 
laws and filibustering is at an end. Every 
man in the Cuban ranks and every man in 
the Cuban government means when he says 
for ‘freedom or death’ nothing more nor 
less than exactly what these words signify. 

“It is therefore,“ continued the General, 
„ altogether idle for half-hearted friends of 
Cuba to talk of the whole-hearted partisans 
accepting anything but entire severance 
from Spain and absolute independence for 
Cuba. Thus it is useless and will ever be use- 
less for President McKinley to negotiate 
plans with Spain for a system of Cuban 
autonomy. Cuba will have her liberty, and 
she is ready to wait and fight for liberty.” 


IT CONDEMNS ATTACKS ON GEN. LEE. 


La Lucha Fears Criticism May Result 
im His Retention in Office by 
His Government. ‘ 


Havana, June 19.—La Lucha, in a leading 
editorial, strongly condemns the attacks of 
the organ of the Spanish admiralty on Con- 
sul General Lee, which it says are indiscreet, 
adding that such attacks made at a time 


when the government at Washington con- | 


templates removing the Consul General may 
induce the American government to retain 
him in his position. The authorities at Wash- 
ington might remove General Lee of their 
own accord, but would not do so because of 
pressure brought to bear by the Spanish 
press. La Lucha further says the American 
government has already placed their full 
value upon General Lee’s services, which 
fact is shown by the expression of opinion 
by persons in high positions at Washington 
in favor of the Consul General’s removal and 
that President McKinley will name, as did 
President Cleveland, a person for the post 
who is in his confidence. 

Captain General Weyler will go to Santiago 
de Cuba by the end of the present month to 
assume command of military operations. 
He will take with him 40,000 men. 

There are 16,000 sick soldiers now in gov- 
ernment hospitals in Cuba, and the author- 
ities have been compelled to reopen the 
Regla sugar warehoyse for the purpose of 
receiving the suffering troops.

NEW MOVEMENT FOR NATIONAL OPERA 


New York Society Organized te Eu- 
courage the Work of American 
Composers and Singers.

New York, June 19.—[Special.}~Partly out 
of the failure of the last season of opera 
and partly out of the Nordica dispute with 
Jean de Reszke and the consequent agita- 
tion against the “ foreign domination,” there 
has arisen a movement for a permanent 
national opera in New York City. A draft 
of the plan is being sent out by the Society 
for the Advancement of American Opera, 
which is yet in process of formation. The 
members are mostly musicians, but it is 
said (by one of the members) that a num- 
ber of well-known society people will take 
an active interest very soon. Some of those 
who haye signed the prospectus recently 
issued are: Gerrett Smith, Bruno Oscar 
Kline, Harry Rowe Shelly, Frank G. Dos- 
sert, Silas G. Pratt, Carl V. Lachmund, 
Orton Bradley, Louis R. Dressler, Agnes 
Morgan, and Victor Harris. The object of 
the movement is stated to be: 

1. To secure for American composers of 
opera a perfect presentation of their works, 
providing such works are meritorious. 

2. To afford American singers an oppor- 
tunity of submitting their claims to distinc- 
tion to the highest tribunal—a New York 
audience. 

8. ‘To provide a means whereby the patrons 
of musical art may financially support such 
a “movement with absolute protection 
against extravagance, imposition, or the 
chances of pure speculation. 

As for subscriptions, it is proposed that 
the subscribers’ money be refunded, unless 
the success of the entire season can be guar- 
anteed. American composers will be asked 
to submit their works, and American singers 
who have had the training and who have 
the talent will be given opportunities in ac- 
cordance with their merits. 


TAXES UNCLE SAM WITH TRESPASSING 


New York City Wants $8,000 for 
Vaults Under the Streets—Sece- 
retary Gage’s Reply. 


New Tork, June 19.—[Special.]—The 
United States government has been charged 
by the City of New York with unlawfully 
helping itself to space under city streets. 
Deputy Commissioner Wilds of the Depart- 
ment of Public Works made a demand upon 
the Treasury department in Washington for 
the payment of $8,000 for vault space under 
the streets in the new Appraiser’s building, 
Christopher and Greenwich streets. 

Today Secretary Gage replied he had no 
appropriation from which to pay the 
amount, and as the vaults were bullt without 
any interference on the part of the city he 
did not know that the federal government 
was liable. Moreover, he declared, the 
State Legislature had exempted the land 
for the warehouses from all taxes and as- 
sessments.”’ 

Mr. Wilds replied to this that the city did 
not know the vaults were built until after 
the work was done, that the exemptions of 
the Legislature applied only to the land 
actually bought by the government, that the 
latter had not acquired title to the streets, 
and, as the vaults were under the streets, 
Uncle Sam must submit to local laws and 
pay for the 4,000 feet of vault space. 


VEILED SISTERS PUT FAITH IN CURRAN 


Charge That He Has Sold Foundlings 
in the West Gets Little Atten- 
tion at the Asylum. 


New York, June 19.—The charge against 
Robert Curran, outside agent of the New 
York Foundling Asylum, that he has been 
taking foundlings to the West and sell- 
ing them to irresponsible persons for $6 each, 
does not obtain much credence among the 
sisters of chgrity at the asylum. 

Curran has been connected with the asy- 
lum for over twelve years. About two 
months ago he started West with forty- 
eight foundlings, among whom was the little 
May Casey, or @liss, who is said to have 
been sold in Chicago for $6. 

The sister superior of the foundling asylum 
said today that the story had its foundation 
in the custom of Curran to charge the person 
accepting the children with any expenses 
that that person might have put him to 
through ignorance or carelessness.

“Mother of Cookery” Succumbs te a 
Surgical Operation—Hew Her 
Life Work Was Taken Up. 


New York, June 20.— Miss Juliet Corson, 
familiarly known as the Mother of Cook- 
ery,” whose work on culinary art made her 
name a household word over the country, 
died in this city on Friday from the effects 
of an operation for the removal of a tumor. 

Miss Corson was the first woman in the 
country to teach the art of cooking under a 
systematic course of instruction. After 
contributing occasionally to magazines 
papers she became an editorial writer for 


the National Quarterly Review. In this con- 


nection she joined with several charitable 
women in teaching the art of cooking to de- 
serving working girls. 

This prompted Miss Corson to make syste- 
matic instruction in this important branch 
of domestic economy, her life work. This 
was nearly a quarter of a century ago. She 
traveled about, chi among the families 
of the poor, show © mothers and sisters 
how to live well and cheaply. In every case 
her instruction was accompanied by prac- 
tical demonstrations. 

The railroad strikes in 1877 brought her 
into prominence. At her own expense she 
circulated 50,000 copies of a book showing 
workingmen's wives how they could prepare 
a substantial meal for 15 cents. 

Miss Corson was a prominent exhibiter at 
the Columbian Exposition in Chicago. Her 
exhibit and work won her a medal, the only 
one given for dietetics, and a diploma.

CUBAN POLICY NOT YET DETERMINED. 


Denial of the Alleged Instructions 
Given to Minister Woodterd by 
President McKinley. 


Washington, D. C., June 19.—At the State 
department an authoritative denial is given 
of the statement cabled to London to the ef- 
fect that General Woodford, the newly ap- 
pointed United States Minister to Spain, has 
been instructed to intimate to the Spanish 
authorities that if Spain refuses to grant 
freedom to Cuba she must be prepared to 
yield to foree. General Woodford's instruc- 
tions, of course, from the peculiarities of the 
situation, will be much more complex than 
are usually given to an American Minister. 
Not only will he be charged with all of the 
details of the Ruiz case, which in itself 
promises to present most formidable legal 
problems, but he will also take with him all 
the evidencé necessary to establish the 
losses suffered by United States citizens in 
Cuba from the continuanee of the war, with 
much other data in support of the sugges- 
tion of our government that it can scarcely 
continue to countenance a prolongation of 
present conditions. 

New York, June 19.—General Stewart L. 
Woodford has returned to his Brooklyn 
home from Washington.

LOST A MILLION ON BOARD OF TRADE. 


W. Mosher, Nebraska’s Prince of 
Bank Wreckers, Makes Public 
a Few Details. 


C. 


Lincoln, Neb., June 19.—[{Special.]—C. W. 
Mosher, wrecker of the Capital National 
Bank of Lincoln, for which he has just com- 
pleted a four-year sentence in the Sioux 
Falls Penitentiary, has for the first time 
told the story of his misdoings. His confes- 
sion, made in the form ofa deposition taken 
before a notary public at Chicago last 
Thursday, may have an important bearing 
on coming suits growing out of the failure 
of the bank, and is a revelation to Lincoln 
people, who suffered as a result of his pecu- 
lations. 

Mosher’s story was told to a number of 
Lincoln lawyers and former business asso- 
clatess who visited Chicago for the special 
purpose of securing his deposition. These 
gentlemen returned home yesterday, and 
from them the story is secured. At the out- 
set Mosher declared he had sunk $400,000 
on Board of Trade deals, all made within 
a brief time, anf as much more was lost in 
other ventures, Zhe details of which were not 
entered into, attorneys warning him not 
to criminate Mimself, as there were indict- 
ments still Hanging over him in Nebraska. 
In 1892, Mosher stated, he made a deal in 
pork on the Board of Trade which lost him 
$80,000. This deal was made through Dun- 
ham & Co. To retrieve this loss he began 
do speculate extensively in stocks and grain 
both on the Chicago and New York boards, 
and with seemingly uniform disaster. Up 
to the time that the crash came he claims 
te have lost on the Board of Trade $400,000. 
Mosher testified that he never traded in his 
own name, but always with every precau- 
tion of secrecy. A good deal of time he used 
the name Wilson. Sometimes he was known 
only by a number. He stated that the firm 
in Chicago through which he dealt was 
Counselman & Day, and that all personal 
conferences were with Mr. Day. He de- 
lieved that towards the last his real name 
and position were known to the firms he 
dealt with. 

The suit for which the deposition was 
taken is that of Kent Hayden, receiver, vs. 
D. E. Thompson et al., to recover $200,000 
dividends paid to the holders of stock in the 
Capital National. Mosher stated privately 
that he expected to make enough money to 
pay all the losses he had caused, and that 
he intended to come to Lincoln and do it 
when it was possible. 

Mosher was asked in cross-examination to 
explain a false entry in the individual bal- 
ance book, which threw the books of the 
bank out of balance for about three years. 
This he refused to answer on the grounds 
that it tended to incriminate himself. 

As to the dividends paid to stockholders 
in the Capital National, Mosher’s testimony 
was that they were all earned. Of course 
the receiver takes the ground that they were 
not earned, and that they should be refunded

The monument was for- 
mally unveiled by Miss Theodora Styurkow, 
President of the Beethoven society, and a 
pupil of Carl Wolfsohn. 


Shortall’s Words of Praise. 


„In 1878, nearly a quarter of a century aso,“ 
said John G. Shortall, there came visions of a 
period in the life of Chicago, when the early, 
simply-sweet, and melodious spirit of music, with 
whom we then dwelt, must put off the garment 
of her childhood and assume the flowing robe of 4 
greater life. In this revelation the Beethoven 
society was in that year formed. Henry Greene- 
baum, who was the John the Baptist of the day, 
promised us a leader whom we should love and 
respect. Carl Wolfsohn came to us in that su- 
preme hour, and his devotion to his art, his single 
ness of purpose, his unselfishness aroused that 
enthisiagm by which the Beethoven society, 
through its fourteen years of life, was made nobie 
in its Ambitions and admirable in its performance. 

The ‘artistic triumphs of that day are still 
vivdly remembered by those of us who are left. 
The Beethoven society in its life and tn the sacri- 
fices of its leader and its members made the superb 
successes of Theedore Thomas and his unrivalled 
orchestra possible—at least easier of appreciation 
and support. The great collection of music which 
had been gathered by the society in its fourteen 
years of work Mr. Wolfsochn, upon the society's 
disbandment, gave to the Chicago Public Li- 
brary. 


Hopes for a Mosart Memorial. 


Now, in Kis enaturer years, Mr. Wolfsohn, call- 
ing to his aid Music’s noble sister, Sculpture, 
seeks to expreés in some fit way that veneration 
for his revered master which has ever controlled 
him; and this beautiful sentiment, this homage of 
the heart, becomes material in the fine bronze we 
have the privilege today of unveiling. 

Our City of Chicago is to be Gongratulated upon 
Mr. Wolfsohn’s act of devotion and upon Mr. 
Gelert's artistic composition. The best love of 
both artiste has been poured into this enduring 
bronze that shall recall the noble face of the 
master, Beethoven, to us and to those who shall 
come after us. 

I would express one hope, however, before clos- 
ing--namely: That we shall have before long a 
memorial of the Master Mozart that shall be a 
fitting companion to that of the Master Bee- 
thoven we are here to consecrate.“ 

Mr. Wolfsohn was then introduced and 
was warmly greeted. 


Beethoven His Inspiration. 


“The dream of my life I bring into realization 
today. said Mr. Wolfsochn. My heart is full of 
gratitude that fate has enabled me to give the city 
of my adoption and its people this gift. Beetho- 
ven's genius has been the safeguard in my long 
musical career. It has kept me from worshiping 
false gods and momentary fancies. If I have felt 
it once I have felt it a thousand times what Bee- 
thoven said of his own music to Bettina von 
Arnim, the poetess: ‘I fear not the fate of my 
music, it cannot fare fll. He who comprehends 
it will be free of all woe which burdens others.’ 
In words of highest exultation Bettina von Arnim 
writes to Goethe: ‘ It is of Beethoven that I have 
to speak to you, in whose presence I forgot the 
world and even you; he is far in advance of the 
whole human race.’ This incident in his life De- 
came the keynote of my Beethoven appreciation. 
All his music spoke te me deepest woe, divine 
glow. But it took the genius of Robert Schumann 
to define in a few words what Beethoven music 
was: The ennobled language of the soul.’ 


His Increasing Popularity. 


One hundred and twenty-seven years have 
passed since Beethoven's birth; about 100 years 
since his first symphonies were performed by a 
small orchestra in the houses of some of his 
noble patrons before a few hundred listeners. 
Here in our own city a few months ago our orchos- 
tra played at the Auditorium one of his symphonies 
to 10.000 people in two days. What a century 
ago could only be appreciated and enjoyed by a 
privileged class today becomes the common good 
of all. And what will the next century bring 
forth? 

Beethoven and Schiller face, each other, both 
having possessed those divine sparks of genius 
that give them immortality. And when the hun- 
dreds and thousands that seek rest and recreation 
in our park pass this beautiful spot, standing be- 
fore. this monument, ask who is this, let the 
answer be given: ‘ Ludwig von Beethoven, the 
greatest musician and greatest benefactor of 
mankind.’ ’’ 

Mr, Wolfsohn then presented the monu- 
ment to the park commission, and it was re- 
ceived on behalf of the board by William 
Penn Nixon in a short speech. :

TERRIFIC STORM IN THE GULF STATES 


All. Telegraph Connection Is Severed 
Shortly After Midnight—Fire 
at Montgomery. 


Nashville, Tenn., June 20.—A severe storm 
prevails tonight in nearly all of the gulf 
States and southern Tennessee. At 1 a. m. 
all telegraphic communication with Mem- 
phis and New Orleans was stopped by the 
collapse of the wires in the whole lower 
Mississippi Valley. The great extent of the 
territory covered by the storm is indicated 
by the fact that the southern coast routes 
from Atlanta to New Orleans are also down. 

At Montgomery, Ala., the electrical dis- 
turbance was terrific. The lightning struck 
the Western Union wires near the city and 
the leaping sparks in the office of that com- 
pany at Montgomery caused a fire which

DEBS WRITES 10 J. D. ROCKEFELLER. 


Asks Help tor His Co-operative Com- 
monwegith and Offers to Mass Chi- 
cago’s Suffering for Inspection. 


James Creelman aleo telegraphed the New 
York Journal yesterday as — 
One ot the most extraordinary and be- 
wildering results of the organization of the 
Social Democracy of America on the ruins 
of the once gt werful American Railway 
Union is the following letter which Presi- 
dent Debs today mailed to Mr. Rockefeller, 
President of the Standard Oil company. I 
know of nothing like it in the whole history 
of the industrial st le for life against 
constantly increasing difficulties. 
sap I asked Philip D. Armour, the 
head of the beef trust, what he thought of 
Mr. Debs’ plan, and his sole reply was this: 
7 1 have no time to think or talk about it. 
1 Want to know anything about the 
age business I will be glad to tell you 


hat f 1 can.’ 


Here is Mr. Debs’ letter: 


Chicago, June 19, 1897.—Mr. John D. Rocke- 
feller, New York City.—Dear Sir: I take the lub- 
erty to inform you that we have this day or- 
ganized the Social Democracy of America, an 
organization designed to rescue the oppressed and 
suffering of our land from the grasp of industrial 
conditions which they did not create and which 
they are powerless to control or modify. 

The purpose of the organization is, briefly stated, 
to supplant the present cruel. immoral, and de- 
structive system by the cotiperative common- 
wealth, under which millionaires and mendicants, 
the abnormal products of an abnormal civiliza- 
tion, will disappear together, and the brother- 
hood of man will be ushered in to bless and 
beautify the world. 

In this city alone, in which the university which 
bears your name stands monumental of the tri- 
umphs of labor and the fabulous wealth of the 
country, 8,000 families are practically homeless 
and 40,000 honest Workingmen are verging on 
starvation. 

If you think this statement an exaggeration I 
beg that you may come here and I will arrange to 
have them assembled on the lake front, and there, 
under the common sky, their only shelter, their 
emaciated faces and tattered garments may beer 
testimoney to the haggard truth of man’s inhu- 
manity to man. 

The picture is well calculated to appeal to men 
and angels, and ag you are a Christian gentleman 
and are widely known for your benefactions per- 
haps you might deem it proper, no less than duti- 
ful, to give your support to an organization whose 
high purpose it is not to fool and humiliate these 
suffering fellow-beings with the paltry crumbs of 
charity to perpetuate conditions whic’ make their 
lives a continuous curse, but to strive for a more 
exalted humanity, a diviner civilization, such as 
the Master taught when he said: On earth 
peace, good will toward men. 

The immediate object will be the rélief of the 
unemployed by colonizing a Western State where 
they may coUperate in the application of their 
labor to the resources of nature to provide for them- 
selves and their dependent ones and manfully dis- 
charge the duties of emancipated citizenship. 

In this movement there are no class distinctions. 
Rich and poor are equally welcome to aid in de- 
throning gold end exalting humanity. Then the 
strong shall help the weak, the weak shall love 
the strong, and the brotherhoed of man shall 
transform the earth into a veritable paradise. 

To consecrate one’s self to such a work is my 
highest conception of duty to myself and my fel- 
low-man, and trusting that you may find it con- 
sistent with your own sense of social and patriotic 
obligation to jcin hands with us in our emanci- 
pating and ennobling mission I subscribe myself 
yours very truly, EUGENE V. DEBS.

He at once made arrange- 
ments to open up the bars of the park in 
full blast today, Sunday being the day when 
he expects to make most of his profits sell- 
ing intoxicants at the park. He is prepared 
to supply all comers with all the alcoholic 
drinks they can pay for, while the big wheel 
goes around as an advertisement for the 
saloorr privileges. Incidentally Mr. Yerkes 
will put on a few more cars to accommodate 


the thirsty ones who seek the Ferris Wheel - 


Park to gratify their appetites. 
Residents Will Suffer. 


The residents in the neighborhood are in- 
dignant at the prospect of having their 
homes made untenable and Sundays ren- 
dered hideous by an influx of beer drinking 
visitors and are loud in théir complaints of 
the way in which the license was granted. 

The wheel is in a local option district and 
the provision in the ordinance is no liquor 
license shall be granted except on a peti- 
tion of a majority of the legal voters regis- 
tered therein. Last week Ald. Mangler 
went to the Mayor with a paper which he 
claimed contained the signatures of three 
more than a majority and on the strength 
of this claim the license was issued. 

Whether the petition did really contain 
the names of a majority of the registered 
voters or whether such a majority signed 
it none knows because no one has been given 
a chance to find out.

An employé of the Mayor's office 
made a pretense of verifying the petition, 
but how accurate or thorough his investiga- 
tion was will never be known, on account of 
the secrecy with which it was conducted. 
He knew none of the alleged signers per- 
sonally, and, everybody around the Mayor's 
Office being so evidently prepossessed in 
favor of granting the license, it would have 
been the easiest thing in the world to have 
introduced any lot of men to him as the 
putative signers of the petition, and he would 
have reported favorably. There is no evi- 
dence, however, even that trouble was taken 
in the matter. 

Now the license is issued, however, the res- 
idents have no remedy unless they take the 
matter into court, and that would be ex- 


pensive.

City Administrator Believes Two and 
One-Half Miles Is the Right 
Distance from Shore.

Turkish Naval Program Fails. 

When the truth of the shameful condition 
of the Turkish fleet dawned upon the Sultan 
and when later he heard that the Greek 
warships were bombarding towns and ham- 
pering the of troops, he called a 
special council, which proved to be the, firat 
of a long series, to consider the naval ques- 
tion. The last of these councils was held 
just à month ago. It ‘was decided to send 
an envoy to England to open negotiations 
with Armstrong & Mitchell at Elswick. The 
firm expressed willingness to rearganize the 
Turkish navy and build a figet of warships, 
the one condition precedent being the abro- 
gation of what is known as the Mahsuasie 
monopoly. Thereupon consternation pre- 
valled at the Yildiz Kiosk and the Porte, and 
no wonder, for this monopoly is most profit- 
able and is almost the Turkish government. 
A whole crowd of parasites have fattened 
upon it for years past and it has enabled 
many a Minister to endure without too 
loud repining the chronic omissions of sala- 
ries. The Mahsussie company has a monop- 
oly’ of the steamship communication in 
Turkish waters. It maintains a large fleet 
of small steamers, which ply between ports 
of Golden Horn and the sea of Marmora and 
the islands on the coast of Asia. In the ab- 
sence of competition its profits are naturally 
enormous. The company even gets its coal 
for nothing. Since 1800 it has taken what 
fuel it_requires froni the Tophane arp 
This little arrangement suffices to maintain 
the Minister of Marine and other notables 
in splendor. A favorite joke among the in- 
itiated in Constantinople is that “ if its coal 
bill for the last six years were now presented 
to the Mahsussie company and paid the sum 
would suffice to build a Turkish navy which 
would sweep the Greeks from the sea. With 
such. prodigious personal interests involved 
it is not surprising to learn that because of 
Armstrong & Mitchell's condition the nego- 
tiations have fallen through. 


Indifference Over Hawaii. 

It is rumored in the political clubs that 
Lord Salisbury has advised the Queen to 
protest against the annexation of Hawaii, 
but this is extremely improbable.

The Queen was 
chatting with Princess Christian as she ap- 
proached, and seemed much more animated 
than when I lest saw her driving through 
London. A lady in waiting sat opposite, 
with her back to the horses.

But despite the fact that tens of thousands 
of men are already engaged in completing 
the stands and fixing up the decorations, 
they must affront Sabbatarians by working 
Sunday to get the contracts completed. 

A severe northeast gale last night wrought 
havoc among the insecurely fixed draperies 
and festoons of greenery which extend along 
and across the principal thoroughfares on 
the route, depet ding from halfords or Ve- 
netian masts on which are hung shields and 
varicolored devices which make a brilliant 
show.

JAPAN OBJECTS 10 THE TARIFF BILL. 


Minister Hoshi Files a Courteous Pro- 
test Against Schedules Agecting 
His Country’s Commerce. — 


Washington, D. C., June 19.—The protest 
made by the Japanese government against 
the pending tariff bill is formally embodied 
in a note from Minister Toru Hoshi of date 
as late as the 34 of the present month. The 
note is couched in the most courteous lan- 
guage, but there is a firmness of tone observ- 
able that indicates the remonstrance may 
be followed by acts of retaliation if disre- 
gafded. 

The note begins with an apology for ex- 
pressing an opinion that under ordinary 
conditions might be regarded as trenching 
upon domestic affairs, but cites as a justifi- 
cation the fact that important Japanese 
interests are involved, and that in the opin- 
ion of the Minister, the proposed increase of 
duties will injure the United States no less 
than Japan by retarding the growth of prom- 
ising commercial relations. The articles of 
Japanese production that will be most se- 
riously affected, says the protest, are light 
weight silks, silk handkerchiefs, matting, 
hemp and jute, rugs, carpets, and tea. 

The Minister says that, while the imperial 
government does not share the general be- 
lief that this legislation was intended to 
discriminate against Japanese commerce, 
it is an wnfortunate coincidence that the 
imports from Japan most injuriously at- 
fected are specialties of Japanese produc- 
tion. In conclusion the Minister says: 

“As I have had the honor to state, the 
imperial government is far from sharing in 
a belief for which they find no warrant in 
the cordial attitude always maintained by 
the United States towards Japan, but, nev- 
ertheless, they do not think it either wise 
or prudent to ignore a sentiment which, 
under certain circumstances, might have 
a most unfortunate effect. upon the relations 
of the two countries. They hope, mereover, 
that it will not be forgotten that this feel- 
ing may be attributed in some degree to the 
fact that no article of American importation 
to Japan pays at present anything more 
than a nominal duty; and to the fur cir- 
¢camstance that the Legislature of Japan 
has already signified its intention of here- 
after lewying only the most moderate im- 
posts on American commerce.” 


Chinese Rebels in Formosa. 

Victoria, B. C., June 19.—Northern Pacific 
steamer Braemer brings news that the Chi- 
nese rebels in Formosa are preparing for a 
second attack upon Taipah, the capital of 
Formosa.

Gala Captures the City. 


Kast End has today its parade of regular 
and colonial troops and the West End its 
glimpses of royal escorts and guards. of 
honor.

Honors to General Miles 
General Miles and Admiral Miller would 
have been welcomed in the royal inclosure 
at Ascot if they had accompanied Ambassa- 
dor Hay and Mr. White on cup day, but 
they were kept away unavoidably. General 
Miles called yesterday on Lord Lansdowne 
and today on the Duke of Cambridge. With 
Ambassador Reid and other members of the 
embassy he lunched with General Sir Red- 
vers Buller, Lord Methuen, and others at 
the Naval and Military. club. He dined 
with Mr. Reid last night and becomes the 
guest of the British government today at 
Buckingham Palace Hotel. Admiral Miller 
will come up from Spithead on Monday to 


join him there. 


Nothing could be more harmonious than 
the relations of the special and regular em- 
bassies. Colonel Hay and Mr. White have 


been indefatigable in promoting the com- 


fort of Mr. Reid and his associates and in 
securing every attention for them. In the 
special embassy there is neither jealousy 
nor friction and nothing but cordial co- 
operation and good feeling. Mr. Reid re- 
turns from Cliveden today after a short 
visit and will attend the Tharksgiving 
services at St. Paul’s tomorrow with Gen- 
eral Miles. 


Feeling Toward Hawaiian Annexation 

The good effect of this exchange of inter- 
national courtesies is shown in the toler- 
ance and modegation with which the 
Hawaiian treaty of annexation has been dis- 
cussed in England. There is not one word 


of protest or remonstrancé here, although 


England has been charged in the past with 
coveting the possession of what Mr. Blaine 
described as the key to the Northern Pacific. 

The fact is recognized at once that Hawaii 
belongs in the American sphere of influence, 
and the action of the McKinley government 
in abruptly negotiating the treaty of annex- 
ation is regarded as a necessary sequel to 
the Japanese destens on Hawall. The sig- 
nificance of this action is exaggerated by 
some moralists, who describe it as a radical 
departure from the historic Amc rican polity, 
forgetting that the expansion of the thirteen 
colonies from the Atlantic seaboard to the 
Pacific and the Rio Grande and Bering Sea 
is proof that there has always been faith in 
a greater America, with the Monroe doctrine 
as a comprehensive canon of continental 
diplomacy.

What neither he nor anybody else attempts 
to explain is a reasonable ground for ex- 
pecting that a closer approach to free trade 
will be of practical benefit to Canada. 

The United States under Cleveland and 
Democracy tried the experiment of imitat- 
ing the English policy, and has suffered from 
financial depression for four years. Canada 
now repeats the experiment, and Mr. Laur- 
ler affects to believe that immediate pros- 
perity awaits it, notwithstanding the recent 
adverse experience of the United States.

Wonder at American Policy.

Fortunately this is 
only one of the numerous signs that English- 
men at large are ashamed of their late fran- 
tie gold dance in the mire of Rhodesia and 
Barnatoism.

SOLE HOPE OF NATIVE HAWAIIANS. 


Co issioner Kimney Replies 
Queen Lil’s Protest Against the 
Amnexation Treaty. 


to 


Washington, D. C., June 19.—The following 
interview with William A. Kinney, one of 
Hawali’s special commissioners, in answer 
to Queen Liliuokalani’s protest, is published 
here today: 

It is charged in the Queen's protest that 
the annexation treaty is ‘an act of wrong 
toward the native and part native people 
of Hawaii.’ Without attempting to now re- 
ply to her statement as a whole, if there is 
anything that the annexation treaty is not, 
it is just this that is charged against it; 
for annexation is the sole hope of the native 
Hawalians. I speak of the common people. 
Their future is one of two things, to pass 
under Asiatic or Anglo-Saxon control. The 
hope of these people as a nation was dead 
twenty years before this Queen ever as- 
cended the throne. If Asiatics dominate, 
the native must become a coolie, for cer- 
tainly he cannot expect to be better off than 
the rank and file of the dominant race. If 
America takes Hawali, the native becomes 
an American citizen and the American scale 
of wages, and the honorable position occu- 
pied by labor in America will prevail in 
Hawali, and every native will have the bene- 
fit of it. It is a choice between the status 
of a white American laborer and that of an 
Asiatic coolie laborer. The white race, if 
Asiatics absorb Hawali, can get out to their 
own country. The common native has no 
such choice. He must stay and meet his 
fate. 

„There is no power within Hawali to with- 
stand the Asiatic tide, native or Hawaiian, 
or both combined. It needs the strong arm 
of the United States. The patriotic thing for 
the Queen to do is to secure to her people 
the high and coveted status of the averago 
American citizen. Instead of entertaining 
any such ideas, however, she is evidently 
bidding for the support of Japan to scramble 
back to her throne at a fearful cost to the 


native people.” a 
JAPAN NOT OPPOSED TO ANNEXATION. 


Politely Insists, However, That All 
Rights Under the Former Treaty 
Shall Be Fully Respected. 


Washington, D. C., June 19.—The Japanese 
Minister has filed with the Secretary of State 
a formal statement of the position of his 
government with respect to the proposed an- 
nexation of the Hawallan Islands by the 
United States. Although it is officially de- 
nied that Japan has protested against the 
annexation treaty it is admitted that that 
government has represented in the strongest 
terms its expectation that its treaty rights 
in Hawaii shall be fully respected in case of 
annexation. The letter of the Japanese Min- 
ister on this subject will be forwarded to the 
Senate for its information in the considera-

GERMAN CHANCELLOR RELUOCTANT- 
LY BETAINS HIS OFFICE. 


Emperer William’s Premier Will Re- 
main at the Head of the Cabinet 
Until Pressing Government Meas- 
ures Are Disposed Of—Forcible Dis- 
solution of Temporary Produce Ex- 
ehanges Creates Great Confusion 
im Prussian Cities. 


Berlin, June 19.—In spite of semi-official 
denia)s, there is no doubt that a new shuf- 
fling of the Cabinet has beer decided upon 
by the Emperor. Dr. von Boetticher, the 
Vice President of the Council of Ministers 
and imperial Secretary of State for the In- 
terior, the Vice Chancellor, and Prince 
Hohenlohe’s mouthpiece in the Reichstag 
and Diet, has intensely dissatisfied his 
Majesty by repeated recent failures to vig- 
orously represent the government during 
important debates. Emperor William is es- 

lally incensed at the failure of Dr. von 

tticher to reply to Herr Richter’s terri- 
ble arraignment of his Majesty's policy and 
acts in the Reichstag on May 18. Dr. 
Miquel, the Minister of Finance, will replace 
Dr. von Boetti her, with increased preroga- 
tives and functions, not only in the Prussian 
but in the imperial Cabinet, which will cause 
him to be intrusted with the task of advo- 
cating the important measures of the gov- 
ernment, especially the navy schemes, asso- 
ciations bill, etc., he being a plausible and 
eloquent speaker, which the Chancellor is 
not. Prince Hohenlohe will retain the Chan- 
cellorship, although he is anxious to retire 
to private life, but he has permitted himself 
to be persuaded to stick to his post until the 
autumn or until the pressing government 
measures are disposed of, Dr. Miquel taking 
most of the burden of the office upon him- 
self. Dr. Miquel’s sphere of duty will also 
be enlarged by the creation of the office of 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, with similar 
scope and influence to the British Chancellor 
of the Exchequer. Baron Marschall von 
Bieberstein, the Minister for Foreign Af- 
fairs, remains in office for a while longer, or 
at least until a suitable successor can be 
found. It is an open secret that he has lost 
the favor and to some extent the confidence 
of the Emperor. It is understood that the 
post of Minister for Foreign Affairs had been 
offered to Count von Eulenberg, the German 


‘Ambassador to Vienna, and to Count von 


Hatzfeldt-Wildenburg, the German Ambas- 
sador at London, and that they have both 
declined. 

Produce Exchanges Closed. 

The forcible dissolution of the temporary 
produce exchanges of Berlin, Stettin, Halle, 
and other Prussian cities by the police, under 
the pretext of their being contrary to the 
bourse law, has caused much dissatisfaction 
among the speculators and has also created 
a curious situation. No produce quotations 
are now published and no market prices of 
cereals are given out anywhere. The Ber- 
lin Produce Exchange has appealed to the 
higher court, and until a definite decision is 
rendered things will continue as at present. 

The farmers are much excited, as harvest- 
ing will soon commence, and they are per- 
fectly in the dark as to what prices to ask. 
The government did not expect this obsti- 
nacy upon the part of the corn dealers, and is 
quite taken aback at the present situation, 
which is injuring the growers, for whose 
protection the coercive measures against 
the bourse were supposed to have been taken. 


Fresh Cause for Criticism. 

The Emperor has aroused further adverse 
comments by employing a battalion of 
Königsberg sappers in erecting buildings 
on his estate of Therbude, Eastern Prussia. 
The Socialists and Freisinnigers will bring 
the matter up in the Reichstag. 


Improving Hamburg’s Harbor. 

The Senate of Hamburg has agreed to 
spend another 11,500 marks on harbor im- 
provements. 

Dragon-Shaped Airships. 

Naval experts at Kiel are now testing the 
practical uses of dragon-shaped airships, 
which may be put on board vessels for use 
during naval engagements and in recon- 
noitering. Some of the balloons rose 5,500 
feet, remaining fastened to the deck of tor- 
pedo boats which were steaming eighteen 
knots an hour, enabling the balloonists to 
make valuable observations of the station 
of vessels at a great distance. The observa-. 
tions made were communicated by tele- 
graph or telephone from the balloons to 
persons on the decks of vessels below, ena- 
bling them to change the course of the lat- 
ter accordingly. The whole series of ex- 
periments occupied a fortnight and was em- 
inently successful. 

Minister White Well Received. 

At the initial reception of the New United 
States Ambassador, Andrew D. White, Em- 
peror William wore a handsome uniform of 
the First Dragoon Guards. During the con- 
versation, which lasted ten minutes, his 
Majesty referred to Mr. White’s former 
stay in Berlin, and spoke in complimentary 
terms of the great progress made by the 
United States since then and of the growing 
intimate relations between the two coun- 
tries. 

Mr. White and his family, at the end of the 
month, will go to Homburg to drink the 
waters, and will pay a fiying visit to Mr. 
Oswald Ottondorfer, proprietor of the New 
York Staats Zeitung, at Mannheim. They 
will then go to Herringsdorf, by the Baltic, 
for the aftercure.

London, June 19.—Never in the history 
of England has London so strikingly shown 
itself the heart of the world as it does to- 
night—the eve of the jubilee. At all times 
the busiest hive of the human race, tonight 
London is crowded to its innermost door 
by a stupendous gathering of strangers, 
representing nearly every race under the 
sun and nearly every country found upon 
the map. The common object of this crowd 
participation in the greatest historical 
pageant yet witnessed in the history of the 
Frith empire—gives tone and complexion 
to every minute of time, to every thought 
and action, There is nothing in men’s minds 
at this hour, from the highest Prince in the 
palaces to the lowest sneakthief in the 
streets, but the jubilee! 

It is impossible to pass along any of the 
crowded thoroughfares without everywhere 
remarking the two predcminant notes of the 
occasion, the world’s desire to honor Queen 
‘Victoria and the proud wish of her sub- 
jects in doing so to impressively demon- 
strate the strength and vastness of her 


empire. 
Soldiers from All Over the Empire. 


The streets, hotels, and stately mansions 
of the West End are crowded with the great 
who have already come to honor the Queen, 
while barrdcks and bivouacs in and around 
the metropolis are thronged with soldiers in 
every uniform known to British administra- 
tion—from the head-hunting Dyacks of the 
Borneo police, the mounted men of Austra- 
lia, India, and Africa, fort soldiers from the 
West Indies, Zaptichs from Cyprus, to the 
stalwart representatives of military gov- 
ernment under Our Lady of the Snows,” 

Suggestively it is a rare kaleidoscopic 
picture of races, men, and creeds, a vivid 
panorama of the march of that empire 
upon which, as Daniel Webster said, the 
sun never sets. The air is alive with ex- 
pectancy, thousands upon thousands of flags 
and banners float in the evening breeze, the 
decorations which have easily cost a million 
of English money are in place, myriads of 
lights are glowing or stand ready for their 
flame—London smiles in self-content. 


Envoys from All Governments. 


The list of notabilities, guests of the 
Queen, who are gathered in London to- 
- Right to offer congratulations from the na- 
tions of the earth, is long and imposing. It 
includes on behalf of the United States 
Whitelaw Reid, proprietor of the New York 
Tribune, with General Nelson A. Miles to 
represent the army and Rear Admiral J. N. 
Miller-the navy, with their aids. 
The sister republic, France, has sent an 
, extraordinafy mission headed by General 
Davoust, Duke of Auerstadt, Grand Chan- 
cellor of the Lerion of Honor, and grand- 
nephew of Napoleon’s famous General, 
Marshal Davoust. Two Generals of division 
. accompany thé Marshal, one of whom es- 
pecially represents President Faure, togeth- 
er with a staff of brilliantly uniformed offi- 
cers and M. Crozier, Chief of the Protocol. 
Monarchical Europe has accredited special 
representatives of its sovereigns. accompa- 
nied by a regiment of Princes, Dukes, and 
titled people. 
The Emperor of Germany has for his alter 
ego Prince Albert of Prussia, Prince Regent 
. of Brunswick, with a staff of eight general 
officers. Integral portions of the Kaiser's 
empire are represented by Duke Albert of 
Würtemberg: Prince Rupert of Bavaria, 
grandson of the Prince Regent, and a lineal 
- descendant of the Stuart dynasty; Prince 
Frederick Augustus, Duke of Saxony; the 
Duke and Duchess of Saxe-Coburg and 
Gotha, accompanied by the hereditary 
Prince and Princess Beatrice; the Grand 
Dukes and Duchesses of Hesse and Meck- 
lenburg-Strelitz; and the hereditary Prince 
and Princess of Hohenlohe-Langenburg. 


From the Russian Court. 


Russia has delegated her compliments to 


their imperial Highnesses the Grand Duke 
and the Grand Duchess Elizabeth 
Feodrowna, who have brought with them 
a large suite of habitués of the Czar’s court. 
The Austro-Hungarian Empire is present 
in the person of the Archduke Francis Fer- 
Ginand, heir presumptive to the throne. He 
is accompanied by a cely entourage. 
Italy contributes their Royal Highnesses 
the Prince and Princess of Naples, and a 
suite of ten—all of whom are tonight at 
Chesterfield House—that house of famous 
memories.

Regent Jodhpur, accompanied by the 
Thakore Hari Sing; Sunayet Sing, a cousin 
of the Maharajah of Kasmir.

Queen Passes on All Details. 


The Queen is resting quietly tonight at 
Windsor, in excellent health and spirits, con- 
sidering the work of the last month, settling 
and debating a whole dictionary of details 
connected with the arduous historical week 
to come. For no arrangement, however 
trifling, in the program of the next seven 
days but what has received royal sanction 
and consideration. Not merely the sorting 
and disposition of innumerable guests for 
royal functions, hours of coming and going, 
bestowal of honors and orders and the like, 
but the endless details regarding reception 
of addresses, memorials, and gifts. 

The addresses that are to be presented by 
the Home Secretary are from every con- 
ceivable public body in every imaginable 
part of the empire and out of it, and num- 
ber thousands—not counting tons of odes " 
and private memorials addressed ‘to the 
throne, and which have found a last resting 
place in the capacious waste-paper baskcts 
of Windsor. The principal address to be re- 
ceived is that from the Lords and faithful 
Commons. 

Of presents there is no end. The most in- 
teresting of these is perhaps the magnificent 
set of emeralds sent by the Czar and Czarina, 
valued at a cost of $100,000. From China, 
India, Japan, Persia, the continent and else- 
where enough of the rare and costly sent by 
the high and mighty has arrived to fill a 
bijou museum, while if her Ma‘esty had re- 
laxed the rule which forbids accepting pres- 
ents from private people unknown to her she 


with the samples of home work in every 
material existing, that now cumber the 
lumber-rooms and cellars of the castle. Yet 
even those which she has not seen have had 
a reflex action upon the Queen's attention. 
It is therefore a matter of sincere congratu- 
lation that she has stood the strain so weil.

Tonight, after a quiet, family dinner, at 
which several sons and daughters of the 
Queen were present, her Majesty at a quar- 
ter of 10 wefit to a window of the castle 
to witness the military tatoo, in which 400 
guardsmen, carrying naphtha torches, took 
part. The scene was a very pretty one in 
spite of unpleasant weather. The soldiers 
saluted by raising their burning torches in 
the air. 

Program of the Jubilee. 

The jubilee program to which her Majesty 
has given her assent covers the seven days 
beginning tomorrow—though all envoys are 
guests of the Queen until Monday, June 29. 
The program begins appropriately tomor- 
row—Accession day—the sixtieth anniver- 
sary of that fair June morning, when as day 
broke the Archbishop of Canterbury and 
the Lord Chamberlain announced to the 
hastily awakened Princess that during the 
silent watches of the night the mantle of 
majesty had fallen upon her. The program 
is as follows: 

Sunday, June 20—Accession day morning— 
The Queen, with the more immediate mem- 
bers of the royal family, attends a solemn 
thanksgiving service at Frogmore. Official 
service for the Lords of the Commons at St. 
Margaret’s Westminster. Official celebra- 
tion at St. Paul's Cathedral for her Majesty's 
Judges, the Lord Mayor, and Corporation of 
London. Special Accession day service in 
every Church of England edifice throughout 
the world. 8 5 

Monday, June 21— Her Majesty arrives at 
Buckingham palace 12:30 p.m. Afternoon— 
The Queen receives her imperial and royal 
guests. Evening—Royal full dress banquet 
at Buckingham Palace, followed by recep- 
tion of the diplomatic corps. 

Tuesday, June 22, Queen’s day—Morning—

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The Freight Bureau of the Cincinnati 
Chamber of Commerce made complaint to 
the Interstate Commerce commission sev- 
eral months ago, alleging discrimination in 
freight rates by the Southern roads against 
Cincinnati and in favor of Louisville. A de- 
cision has just been rendered by the Inter- 
state Commerce commission once more 
turning down the Cincinnati merchants. The 
commission admits that discrimination 
exists, but holds that the discrimination is 
justifiable. 

The following is a brief of the decision: 

“ A city is entitled to benefits arising from 
its location, and the fact that it enjoys ex- 
ceptional advantages in one respect is no 
reason why it should be subjected to dis- 
crimination in other respects. — 

“The location of Cincinnati upon the 
north bank of the Ohio River, and the fact 
that railroads leading south must cross that 
river by expensive bridges for which an 
arbitrary or toll is charged, or allowed in the 
division of rates, justify some higher dif- 
ferential from Cincinnati over rates from 
Louisville, on the south bank of the river, to 
destination points in so-called ‘ Montgomery 
and southwestern territory.’ 

* Distance is an important element in the 
determination of rates, and in the absence 
of other influences it is a controlling factor. 
When carriers claim justification for higher 
rates from a competing locality on the 
ground of greater distance, and the com- 
plainant representing such locality fails to 
show circumstances which operate to elim- 
inate distance from consideration or to 
counteract its Influence, such higher rates, 
if made in accordance with the principle of 
distance, will not be held unreasonable. 

* While existing differentials which result 
in higher freight rates from Cincinnati than 
from Louisville to ‘Montgomery territory ’ 
and ‘Southwestern territory’ may, as a 
whole, discriminate against Cincinnati, the 
inequality arses, if it exists, through com- 
binations of rates to Cincinnati and Louls- 
ville from territory north of the Ohio River 
with rates from those points south; there 
is no showing whether the fault lies with 
rates north or south of the river, and neither 
of the carriers operating north of the river 
is a party to this proceeding. It fairly ap- 
pears, on the other hand, that if such differ- 
entials were -entirely abolished the rates 
from a large section north of the Ohio would 
be against Louisville.“ 


SEEKS AN INDEPENDENT ENTRANCE. 


West Michigan Road Getting Ready to 


Extend Its Line from New Buf- 
falo to Chicago. 


Efforts are being made by the Chicago 
and West Michigan railroad to secure an 
independent outlet toChicago. The present 
southern terminus of the road is at New 
Buffalo, Mich., from which point it ‘comes 
into Chicago over the Michigan Central. 

A survey. is now being made for a new 
road from Michigan to Miller’s Point, about 
twenty miles from this city, on the Balti- 
more and Ohio. This new line is said to be 
backed by the West Michigan railroad. 
Later on, it is said, a connecting link is to 
be built from Michigan City to New Buffalo. 

It is probable a traffic agreement will be 
made with the Baltimore and Ohio to let the 
West Michigan road come into the city over 
the latter’s track.

Tun Tsun has published several circu- 
lars of the Ohio Wholesale Grocers’ associa- 
tion which threatens with dire penalties 
those who might dare to offer sugar to the 
management of the United States Soldiers’ 
Home at Dayton, O., except at trust prices. 
These circulars lay down the minutest rules 
to govern the manner in which the bids shall 
be made, the use of the deeimal in making 
calculations, all designed to produce abso- 
lute uniformity in the bids. 


r Takes Orders from Trust. 


In the latest circular, which bears date 
June 18, 1807, the grocers’ trust is indiscreet 
enough to use language which unmistak- 
ably betrays that it is taking orders from 
the sugar trust. For fear there might be 
a mistake in somebody’s calculation, the 
Secretary has worked it all out on the basis 
of the prices of the 19th, and he warns 
bidders that they dare not make a mistake, 

In case the market should change between 
the hour of making the bid and 2 o'clock 
of the same day, the circulars says:

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DISHONESTY IN ASSESSOR'S: WORK. 


South Town Office Said to Have Yielded 
Some Incumbents $200,000 or |

Chicago has had but one honest Assessor in 
recent years, and that the South Town office 
is supposed to have yielded some of its in- 
cumbents 200,000 a year. 7 

It is also current gossip that one Assessor 
assured a saloonkeeper, of whom he bor- 
rowed $10,000 for his campaign expenses, 
„ that he would break the record and make 
$800,000 out of his once.“ This may account 
for the unusual activity displayed this year. 

A few years ago it was the exception for 
business houses to “fix” the Assessor on 
personal taxes,.now it is general, 

The way it comes about is that, every year 
one’s valuation is raised, in spite of protests, 
until the victim is finally forced to resort to 
one of the many agents who make the re- 
duction of taxes a regular business. No ono 
wishes to incur the Assessor's enmity and 
those who pay him tribute have no cause for 
complaint, but they are in his power beyond 
escape. Perhaps this is one reason why re- 
formers are to be found to attack almost 
every other political abuse. 

The inequalitfes of our present valuations 
were abundantly shown in Mayor Swift's 
committee’s printed report, and a reference 
to the owners’ names reveals the culprits, 
but somehow no one seemed to wish to in- 
vestigate, 

It would almost seem as if the law was 
framed for the purpose of dishonesty, for it 
gives the Assessor power to make a full cash 
valuation, although he ls not expected to do 
it. Even if you should fight payment on the 
ground that you were taxed more than your 
neighbor, the law directs that in this case 
your assessment should not be lowered but 
your neighbor's raised. 

If the taxpayer objects to the valuation of 
his personal property the Assessor can in- 
sist on his making a sworn return on which 
the rate amounts almost to confiscation. 

There is nothing in the community so de- 
moralizing as our present system of taxa- 
tion, which encourages bribery and renders 
honesty next to impossible. 

Taxation without representation once 
caused a revolution in this country. Is the 
present age so commercial that far worse 
conditions fail to rouse its indignation?

No Remedy for Monetary Anarchy. 

Secretary Fishback, who has lived many 
years in South American countries and has 

the fluctuations of their mixed 
currency, declared that in Havana it beat 
anything he had ever seen. He spoke from 
personal experience, for he tried several 
experiments. From the time American 
money was changed into Cuban currency 
there was a loss, and when a $10 bill had 
followed all the windings of exchange .to 
gold, silver, and Weyler’s scrip and was 
turned back again into Americah money it 
was no longer $10. The percentage of loss 
to the holder and of gain to the money 
changers was too large to justify many ex- 
periments. ‘ 

Remedies have been proposed for this 
monetary anarch The newspapers are 
filled with suggestions, and they ¢riticise 
the Madrid Ministry bitterly. Canovas cyn- 
ically told them that as Spain had poured 

180,000,000 into Cuba, Cuba could stand 

£000,000 on its own account. 

However, a remedy was proposed. This 
was to convert the scrip into a funded Cu- 
ban debt, bearing 6 per cent interest, and 
to increase the customs duties and set aside 
5 per cent of the receipts for the interest and 
principal of the debt. The Spanish finan- 
cial interests in Havana are strongly op- 
posed to this plan, and its success is doubt- 
ful. The real difficulty is that an additional 
debt of $20,000,000 saddied on Cuba will 
hardly be accepted as security for the cur- 
rency while it is undergoing the supposed 
process of conversion. : 

During the ten years’ war the Spanish 
government resorted to the issue of paper 
money, but it was not at so early a period 
of the revolution. It passed through the 
same financial demoralization that is now 
going on, and the currency was not re- 
deemed till a few years ago. Then it was 
called in at about 45 cents on the dollar and 
canceled.

Ther Are Admonished to Guard Their 
Own Health and to Abstain from

Work of Training School. 


“In keeping with the many objects for | 


good which make Mercy Hospital what it 
is today is its training school for nurses. 
Every well equipped hospital now has its 
school for training nurses. Like many 
other developments of recent years, we feel 
we cannot exist without it. Since the time 
of Florence Nightingale the hospital trained 
nurse has grown in favor, until in both hos- 
pital and private life she has become a 
necessary part of the world. The develop- 
ment of the training schools for nurses and 
the education of the people to a belief in 
the benefit of trained nursing in illness have 
required but a short time. 

“The Illinois Training School for Nurses 
was begun in Cook County Hospital on May 
1, 1881, only sixteen yearsago. Today there 
are twenty or more training schools for 
nurses and probably 500 trained hurses sue- 
cessfully following their profession in Chica- 
go. To the physician who practiced before 
the time of trained nurses the change must 
be most wonderful, and as pleasing as it is 
wonderful, To the younger men of medicine 
it seems a part of their equipment—possibly 
not always appreciated. 

“I well remember the inauguration of the 
Illinois Training School for Nurses in the 
Cook County Hospital. A superintendent, 
two head nurses, and eight pupil nurses made 
the invasion and innovation. They met op- 
position from the patients, the old nurses, 
the warden, and even from the physicians. 
Patients were surprised by sponge baths, 
and those able to oppose washing did so, by 
word of mouth and by vigorous physical op- 
position. 

Old Nurses Fought It. 

“The old nurses secretly urged on re- 
bellion among patients until it required the 
dismissal from the hospital of several pa- 
tients znd old employésa to bring order and 
quiet to the wards and submission to the 
efforts of the new nurses to make patients 


clean, comfortable, and even happy in their. 


fliness. Knowledge came quickly to the sick 
at Cook County Hospital as it has to the 
general public. The valve of the trained 
nurse was quickly established. She soon 
taught the poor as well as the rich man her 
value at the bedside. 

„The Mercy Hospital Training School has 
developed rapidly. Its pupils have a varied 
and extensive field of experience, second to 
no other in Chicago. The great number and 
variety of the medical and surgical diseases 
treated here and the great number of patients 
give a practical experience in nursing which 
will be always of great value to the nurse 
in her later life. The practical work has 
been supplemented by a course of study 
upon nursing and by a course of recitations 
and lectures upon all the subjects taught in 
connection with medicine and surgery. 1 
think I am safe in saying that no other 
training school for nurses in the city receives 
such a thorough course in recitations and 
lectures as is given to this training school.

“To the young ladies who have success- 
fully completed the allotted course of train- 
ing in this school I extend my hearty con- 
gratulations. We appreciate the fact that 
you have spent two years of hardship in 
attaining your present knowledge and pro- 
ficiency in the art of nursing. We know 
that you have spent hours of anxious vigil 
at the bedside of the dying. We know that 

u have have fought through the long 

ours of the night for the life of patients, 
giving all the sympathy and tender care 
which a sister or a mother could offer, and 
we know you have been grieved or over- 
joyed as defeat or success respectively re- 
sulted from your efforts. We know that 
you have been unselfish in the perform- 
ance of your duty, and we are assembled 
here to offer you some meed of praise and 
compensation for the good you have done 
yo the sacrifices you have made.

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WALL STREET LOOKS UP. 


WEEK OF ADVANCES BNCOURAGES 
BUOYANT FORECAST OF BUSINESS. 


Leading Speculatives Ge Climbing~ 
Stocks Intrinsieally Less Valeable 
Show Strength—Bend Issues Have a 
Material Rise-—Kvidence of New 
Outside Interests in Security Mar- 
et- Work for a Reaction—Outside 
Advices, 


—

New York, June 10.—A week of activity 
and a week of advances has made Wall 
street enthusiastic. On all sides there is 
now buoyant talk of important develop- 
ments close at hand which will establish 
cheerfulness throughout the business world. 
In the week just closed many substantial 
advances have been scored. Few stocks 
have declined in any consequential way. 


like sugar trust, 
Burlington, Rock Island, St. Paul, Manhat- 
tan, and Western Union, have gone up, and 
there has been strength shown in the list 
of stocks intrinsically less valuable but 
more quickly responsive to manjpulation. 
While stocks have risen, bond issues have 
also advanced materially. Some important 
issues are up several points, 

On all sides there have seemed to be evi- 
denees of new outside in the se- 
curity markets. For a long time the public 
has been shy of Wall street, and it is a mat- 
ter ot more than ordinary interest when 
there appear to be any substantial signs of 
a return of outsiders to speculation. 

Find Pace Too Fast. 

In the advances which have been scored 
they who have profited most have not been 
the biggest or the ablest of the Stock Ex- 
change operators. As a matter of fact, the 
talent of the Stock Exchange has pretty 
generally been inimical to the market's de- 
velopment. Some of the brightest traders 
on the Stock Exchange, who were in the 
movement early and were thus able to make 
substantial profits, became soon persuaded 
that the pace was too fast, and they there- 
— let go and began to work for a reac- 

on. 

They have not accomplished anything to 
their own satisfaction. Instead of any set- 
back materializing the market has gone 
forward and upward. 

In many of the parts of the market it 
seems to me that booming has been over- 
done. The best stocks on the Mist have gone 
up under conditions which may warrant all 
the advances scored—and further advances 
that may come. But while Burlington, St. 
Paul and Rock Island, Chicago Gas and 
Sugar trust during retent weeks have 
been buoyant, there has in each case been 
at least an apparent intrinsic value, and 
that certainly cannot be claimed for many 
other stocks that have been jumped upward 
~ stocks like Cotton Oil, Colorado Fuel, some 
of the coal stocks, Grand Island, and half a 
dozen of the smaller trusts. 

Work of Keene and Bell. 

James R. Keene and Louis V. Bell, now 
the foremost operators on the Stock Ex- 
change, are both credited with having recent- 
ly committed themselves to the idea that a 
reaction was due, Both of these leaders 
have an important following, their influence 
counts continually, and it is more than 
ordinarily significant that in the face of 
their reaction ideas the market has proceed- 
ed further upward. Eventually it is prob- 
able that influence exerted by such operators 
must be effective. Both of these leaders 
have been on the bull side from the start of 
the present market's betterment and both, 
I believe, are devoted to the idea that the 
market is likely in the end to develop into 
much more than its present strength. 

Outside advices which Wall street receives 
are generally betokening business improve- 
ment throughout the country. Congress has 
lately been making such rapid strides in its 
tariff work that business interests are more 
keenly awake to probable improvement than 
ordinarily has been the case. What is count- 
ing for more than anything else in outside 
public sentiment, however, is that President 
McKinley and those close about him are so 
unhesitating im their expressions of belief 
that good times are close at hand. The out- 
spoken assurance of Lyman J. Gage has 
counted for more than anything else in 
giving improved tone to public sentiment. 

Chicago Gas and Sugar trust have been 
the especial features of the market. Both 
have been heavily dealt in and both close 
materially higher than they were a week 
ago. Chicago Gas is now at the highest 
price it has touched since before the panic 
time of 1898. Yet New York interests inden- 
tified with the property are unhesitating in 
their declaration of belief that before long 
the gas quotation will be above par instead 
of the 90 for which it at present sells. The 
stock market is now almost wholly on sen- 
timental foundations. If something dis- 
couraging should develop in the Cuban sit- 
vation, for instance, the whole market could 
be put down materially. If nothing so dis- 
turbing does occur the market is ready for 
further advances and for a further broad- 
ening out. 

Short Interest Increases. 


The short interest during the last week 
has been increased. On all sides the im- 
pression has developed that a reaction is 
due, and that sales for the short account 
ought to be profitable. What traders for 
the reaction ignore is the fact that com- 
mission houses are now playing a larger 
part in the market than hitherto, and that 
with upward tendencies, so much pro- 
nounced, it will be extraordinary if there 
is any interruption of the sentimental feel- 
ing that good times are at hand unless 
there shall intervene some positive disturb- 
ance. 

If the market does hold and further im- 
prove it now seems probable that the chances 
to make early money on the long side will 
be in purchases of some of the lower-priced 
stocks which have not yet conspicuously 
moved. Two stocks of this kind to which 
Chicago traders are already committed are 
Oregon Short Line and Missouri, Kansas 
and Texas preferred. If the market holds 
both of these stocks will score substantial 
advances. A Chicago pool is also forming 
in Rock Island.

For many reasons the situation is 
considered more desirable than that at Jack- 
son Park. In the“pinion of the monument 
commission the tomb should stand near the 
center of the city, among the people whose 
Tights Logan defended, and the plans for the 
Lake Front Park make this a fitting spot for 
it, the first of the memorials which, it is 
hoped, will find a place in the down-town 
pleasure ground. : 

The tomb is to stand opposite Eldridge 
court on a low mound, the statue of Logan 
facing the south. Work upon the founda- 
tion is now going on night and day. Above 
the mound will rise the granfte sarcopha- 
gus, approached by a broad, sloping walk 
flanked by granite coping leading from 
Michigan avenue. Above the sarcophagus, 
n a granite base, the statue will be placed. 
The cost of the tomb will be about $80,000, 
of which $50,000—the appropriation of the 
Legislature—has been expended for the 
Statue, the remainder for the sarcophagus 
and foundations. 

To the untiring efforts of the monument 
commission appointed by the Legislature 
the success of the plans and the promised 
grandeur of the dedication are due. 
Through them Logan day, which at first 
seemed of a local nature, has developed into 
a national affair. The commissioners 
named by the Legislature were: Judge 
Blodgett, Judge Tuthill, Robert T. Lincoln, 
General John M. Palmer, William H. Har- 
per, Chief Justice Fuller, John R. Walsh, 
Judge Harker, Captain William 8. Morris, 
George W. Smith, W.. C. Goudy, and Milton 
Hay. Since the appointment, ten years ago, 
the deaths of the last two named have oc- 
curred. The places have never been filled, 
and the remainder of the commission now 
stands as when first named.

To Mr. Peck his ora- 
torical efforts have always been more of 
a recreation than a labor. It was while still a 
student at Janesville that he was called 
upon to make his first speech. It was a 
Fourth of July oration at Markesan, Wis. 
The memory of the speech alone lives, but 
the fact that it is still recalled in the 
Wisconsin town Is testimony of the merit 
of this early effort.

Orator of the Day. 


The selection of the orator of the day has 
been extremely happy. George R. Peck is 
m man well fitted for the important duty 
which has fallen to his lot. Though Mr. 
Peck declares that he bases no claim to 
distinction on his oratory and regards it as 
the lightest feature of his work, he is admit- 
tedly one of the greatest speakers in the 
country. For his position on July 22 he is 
especially suited. 

He was a soldier in the great struggle in 
which Logan won his laurels, and as such 
has much in common with the men whom 
Logan led. He was in the Atlanta cam- 


was called back to Janesville on Decoration 
day of that year to deliver another address, 
for the speech at Markesan had been remem- 
bered. In the same year he spoke at Mil- 
ton Junction, Wis., and in 1870 made an ad- 
dress at Watertown on July 4. Each speech 
increased the reputation which had already 
attached itself to his name, and in 1871 a 
more important opportunity fell to his lot. 
e was asked to make the Memorial day 
oration at Madison. 

In the fall of the same year Mr. Peck 
moved to Kansas, settling in the little Town 
of Independence. The following May he de- 
livered a Memorial day address at Law- 
rence, which was widely printed and attract- 
ed more than a little attention to the ora- 
torical powers of the young lawyer.

kept pace with his name as a speaker, and 


n 1874 Mr. Peck was made United States 
strict Attorney for Kansas. He held the 
office for six years, living during that time 
ut Topeka, and resigned it in the middle of 
his second term on account of his general 
practice. During these years his fame as 
an orator steadily increased. He delivered 


| numerous addresses, the uniform excellence 
of which brought him into great demand 


union down in his heart is murmuring the 
prayer, ‘ What God hath joined together let 
no man put asunder.’ ”’’ 

Between the years 1890 and 18095 the calls 
upon Mr. Peck for addresses were frequent. 
They came from all parts of the country, 
even so far south and east as Charlottesville, 
Va., where he addressed the graduating 
class of the University of Virginia. Ile spoke 
also before the Marquette club in this city 
in response to a toast, a Speech which was 
widely quoted, and made a deep impression. 
In.1895 Mr. Peck came to Chicago to make 
it his home. 


“Ethical Basis of Patriotism.” 


Mr. Peck's speeches during 1896 are still 
fresh in the minds of those who heard him. 
In that year he spoke before the Ethical 
Society in Milwaukee on The Puritans.”’ 
Later in the year he addressed the faculty 
and students of Union College at Schenec- 
tady, N. VL. The Ethical Basis of Patriot- 
ism’’ was his topic. The speech was a 
model of strong thought and pure oratory. 

„Gentlemen, I hope you will believe now 
and always that the United States of Amer- 
ica is your true fatherland. I hope that what

CANNOT DEPEND UPON THE EARS. 


Testimony Concerning Non-Occuar- 
rence of Noises Is Untrust- 
worthy. 


The investigation of the catastrophe at 
Valley Stream on Long Island, in which a 
picnic wagon and its occupants were 
crushed by a locomotive, brings out much 
apparently inconsistent testimony. One of 
the most important points of inquiry is 
whether or no an electric bell signaled the 
approach of a train at the road cr ssing. 
It might seem an easy matter to determine 
such a question as this; but a little reflec- 
tion shows us that testimony as to the non- 
occurrence of noises is extremely untrust- 
worthy. How many people hear the clocks 
strike in their own houses, unless they have 
especial reasons for listening to them? On 
such a point the evidence of one person that 
he did hear a clock strike is worth that of a 
dozen that they did not. On the other 
hand, it is not quite true that the testimony 
of an engineer that he rang the bell and blew 
the whistie at a particular point on his 
route is conclusive. Assuming the testimony 
to be honestly given, we must bear in mind 
the psychological principle that action regu- 
larly repeated tends to become automatic, 
and that automatic action leaves little trace 
in the memory. Hundreds of men have to 
swear every day to facts that they cannot 
recollect, such as affixing their names as 
witnesses, etc., and their evidence is good 
because their signatures and other circum- 
stances confirm it. But it would be worth- 
less unless so confirmed, and hence the evi- 
dence of engineers and firemen as to their 
giving. due warnings must always be re- 
ceived with some caution. 

A singular incident that took place on the 
Central Vermont railroad some time ago 
shows how many conditions require to be 
observed in determining the existence of a 
very simple fact with scientific accuracy. 
One of the Division Superintendents of that 
road received repeated complaints that at 
a certain crossing the prescribed signals 
from the locomotive were omitted. The en- 
gineers were reproved and warned, although 
they all protested that they had never neg- 
lected their duty. Finally, since, of course, 
the matter might prove a serious one at any 
time for the railroad, the Superintendent 
determined to get his own evidence, and 
privily stationing himself in a suitable posi- 
tion, he saw a locomotive approach and pass 
without whistling or ringing the bell. On 
that locomotive, however, ed 
to be one of the railroad detectives, who 
had made up his mind to look into the matter 
for himself, and who actually blew the 
whistle and rang the bell with his own hands. 
When the Superintendent returned to write 
the discharge of the guilty engineer he was 
confronted with the evidence of the detect- 
ive. To end the matter they both went to 
the spot and found that from a certain point 
they could see the puff of steam at the whis- 
tle and the bell in motion, but heard no 
sound from either. An expert was called 
in. who recommended the removal of a cer- 
tain piece of forest, which being done, the 
signals became audible at the crossing. 
Professor Henry long ago showed that 
sounds may be heard by a person at a dis- 
tance when they are Inaudible to one nearer, 
and it is evidently necessary for rahroad 
officers to ascertain not only that signals 
are properly given, but that they are actual- 
ly audible where they should be.--New York

NEW THEORY OF LAWYER; 


Vietim Was on His Way to Make An- 
other Will When Killed. 


FEATURES OF THE ODD AFFAIR. 


UNKER HILL, DL, June 19.—[Spe- 
cial.}—One of the queerest features 
of the killing of Mayor Richards by 
Editor Hedley in this village last Sat- 
urday was the lack of known motive for 
the crime. That the shooting was done in 
the heat of a quarrel is true, but the meet- 
ing, up to the moment of the firing of the 
fatal shot, was no worse in nature than 
three or four similar affrays which had pre- 
ceded it. Whenever the men met there was 
trouble, and on two occasions these encoun- 
ters were of a decidedly lively character, 
Hledley being knocked down and badly pun- 
ished. Bunker Hill is a small town, and the 
differences of Mayor Richards and Editor 
Hedley were subject of general gossip. 
Everybody knew the Mayor was not on good 
terms with the editor, but nobody seemed 
to be posted as to the cause of the dispute. 
All that could be learned was that there was 
sure to be a fight whenever they came to- 
gether. It is difficult for people living in 
Bunker Hill to avoid frequent meetings, and 
the result was the Richards-Hedley trouble 
came to be looked upon as a regular source 
of news which served to lighten an otherwise 
dull routine. No surprise was ex 
when the word went round that Richards 
has licked Hedley again.” The Mayor was 
a big man of powerful physique, while Hed- 
ley is a wee mite ofa being. That the result 
of a personal encounter between them could 
be other than a victory for the Mayor was 
never dreamed of. 

Hedley’s Course Causes Comment. 

At first the good citizens were scandalized 
at these occurrences, but as they grew in 
number without serious outcome this feeling 
gave place to one of wonderment that Hed- 
ley did not resent his numerous 
by using a weapon on his burly antagonist. 
No such thought, however, seemed to take 
possession of the news} man. He went 
on editing the Bunker Hill Gazette, attend- 
ing to business affairs, and taking an oc- 
casional beating from Richards with no open 
word of remonstrance. His meek submission 
to the blows of the Mayor at last began to 
affect his social standing. 

Hedley has had a reputation for bravery 
despite his lack of size, but it suffered by his 
failure to even up matters with Richards. 
He had served through the war with dis- 
tinction and was usually first to rebuke ar- 
rogant assaults in others. Knowledge ot this 
made his attitude towards appear 
all the more strange, and finaly he was put 
down as a man who had lost his 

nerve and become a coward, — ng that 
he would not or dared not make a fight 
against the Mayor friends of the warring

Mystery in the Killing. 

Why did Hediey kill Richards on this oc- 
casion when. he had failed to make even a 
show of righteous resentment at similar en- 
counters? was the question that went flying 
about the village. Richards struck him, was 
the explanation offered. To be sure he did, 
was the quick retort, but it was only what 
he had done before without drawing Hed- 
— fire. Then came stories of an entangle- 
ment with a woman. Both men, so the re- 
port went, were interested in Miss Fila 
Brown, a sweet-faced girl of 26 years. Rich- 
ards, who was a wealthy bachelor, wanted 
to marry her, but to this Hedley, for some 
unknown reason, objected. It could not 
have been a matter of love on his part, for 
the editor is a happily married man and has 
a charming family.

The ups and downs 
of political struggle were in themselves a 
source of supreme delight to him. He 
had in his nature all the joy of the strife, and 
the one next best thing to him, after a 
political victory brilliantly won, was a po- 
litical defeat gallantly sustained. After 
many sessions of utter failure in the House 
of Commons he suddenly found his chance 
and was recognized. From that time his 
career had been one of steady advancement 
and growing fame until he reached the pin- 
nacle of his ambition, the highest point of 
any English political man's ambition, and 
became Prime Minister. He closed his ca- 
reer fittingly, and as he would himself havo 
desired, in the stately seclusion of the House 
wt Lords’ 

He was undoubtedly one of the most in- 
teresting and fascinating figures in the 
European history of his time. He had made 
a great and quite a unique success in litera- 
ture. The political novel was never done 
half so well in England by anybody elise. 
Indeed, it might not unreasonably be said 
that his are the only political novels in the 
English language. He had been for many 
years the most splendid gladiator in the 
House of Commons. He was not equal as 
an orator to Gladstone or to Bright, and, 
indeed, it may fairly be questioned whether 
he was, in the highest sense of the word, 
an orator atall. But he seemed to get more 
joy out of his fighting powers than any 
one else in the House of Commons. He was 
often poor and thin and monotonous in 
statement and exposition, and his budget 
speeches, for example, had nothing in them 


| of the charm and the witchery with which 


Gladstone could delight the House in opcn- 
ing a financial debate. But when Disraeli 
came to reply, and especially when he came 
to reply in what he must have felt to bea 
losing battle, then all his splendid resources 
of sarcasm, of ridicule; and of invective 
came up spontaneously to his help, and car- 
ried the whole House away in unstinted ad- 
miration of his fighting power. He can- 
not be regarded as a great statesman, as 
statesmanship ought to be considered. He 
was rather what Carlyle might have called 
a Swiss of Heaven,“ and fought for many 
a cause with which neither his brain nor 
his heart had any particular sympathy. 
He had a boundless ambition and he followed 
his own star. Men of thorough sincerity, 
and who had nothing but public purpose to 
inspire them—men like Gladstone and Cob- 
den and Bright—felt shocked now and then 
by what seemed to them his lack of earnest- 
ness. Not many years before Lord Beacons- 
field’s death, Bright had spoken of Disraeli's 
“gated ambition.“ Bright and Disraeli 
talked one night privately in the House of 
Commons, and Disraeli suddenly said: 
“You know what you ahd I are here for. 
We come here for fame,“ Bright could not 
succeed in persuading him that he (Bright) 
at least did not go to the House of Commons 
for fame. Disraeli smiled blandly and al- 
most pityingly, and declined discussion. It 
would not be possible to convince him that 
any man could waste his days and nights in 
the House of Commons for the mere sake of 
serving this or that public movement.’ 


III. Disraeli in Private life. 


There are few public men who are quite 
equal in private to their reputation in pub- 
lic. Peel was so deplorably shy that the 
Queen complained that he made her shy 
herself when she had to have consultations 
with him in the early days of her reign. Mr. 
Gladstone is just as attractive in private as 
in public. But then he has the enormous ad- 
vantage of perfect physical health, of long 
training in meeting all kinds and conditions 
of men, anc in being absolutely free from the 
smallest trace of shyness, at least in all the 
years I have seen him: 

“ Disraeli was a.poseur in public, and it 
Was necessary, therefore, to his comfort 
that he shotld have his mise en scéne of 
the House of Commons. The result was 
that he very often disappointed the people 
who were brought together to meet him. 


He sometimes sparkled with epigram 


and paradox, and sometimes fell into a fit 
of brooding silence. His hosts and hostesses 
could not count on him. He might delight 
the dinner-table with his talk, or he might 
sit mute, with his head bent, over his plate. 
He was not very companionable even with 
his colleagues on the Treasury bench or 
on the front bench of the opposition. He 


had his chosen friends, to whom he was al- 


ways kind and confiding, but his colleagues 
in general, like his hosts and hostess 
could not always count. upon his 2 
He had, one might almost say, no friends 
among the outer public. For all the splen- 
dor of his opportunities and his successes, 
he was a lonely, self-sufficing man. 


IV. Robert hoaie. 


When I look around the House of Com- 


mons sometimes, and when I begin at the 


same time to look back on all I have seen 


and heard there, I feel a certain sensation 


of fright. The place seems to me peopled 
with ghosts; and with the ghosts, too, of 
men that cannot rest tranquil in the mei- 
ancholy shades. 
assembly to see men begin with great prom- 
ise; to become, for the time, the foremost 
figure; and then suddenly or gradually to 
sink below the horizon until they have 
ceased to be remembered even before they 
have disappeared. 

“One of the most remarkable of these 
cases—it was in part a little before my time 
was that of Robert Lowe. I can even yet 
remember the thrill of wonder, horror, and 
surprise with which I used to read his ora- 
ions at the time when he was fighting 
Gladstone and Bright from the bosom of the 
Liberal party. I heard Léwe, not from the 
floor of the House, but from the press gal- 
lery, often in the years that followed this 
period, and I found it hard to believe that he 
was the orator who had once raised the 
House to storms of applause rarely equaled. 
There are few orators indeed who are not 
dependent for their success on favorable sur- 
roundings; and the most favorable of all 
circumstances for an orator is to be attack- 
ing his owfi side. I have known but very few 
men, in my considerable een of r 


intention to marry her cousin, Prince Albert of Saxe-Coburg-

was indeed a marriage founded on affection. 

No marriage contracted in the humbiest class could. have been 
more entirely a union of love, or more free from the worldly, the 
selfish considerations that are for the most part essential to royal 
marriages. Both the man and the woman, both the Queen and 
the Prince, were as young as the hero and the heroine of some 
romantic love tale. Queen Victoria was 20 years of age; Prince Al- 
bert was even a few months younger. Family solicitude had hoped 
for a marriage between the two royal cousins, but family solicitude 
had gone no farther than hope. Nothing was said to prompt the 
inclinations of the young Princess, as it happened nothing was 
necessary to say. 

In 1836 Duke Ernest of Saxe-Coburé-Saalfeld brought his 
young son, Albert of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha, to England. The young 
Prince and the daughter of the Duke of Kent became acquainted, 
and the young Princess Victoria seems at once to have been drawn 
towards her cousin in the manner which her friends and family 
would most have desired. The young Prince went back to his 


home without any definite arrangement being made, but he re- 


turned to England three years later, and this time he returned to 
win his cousin’s heart and hand. 


CHOSE HER OWN CONSORT. 

The young Princess Vict6ria of Kent had become in the interval 
the young Queen Victoria of England, and the question of her mar- 
riage became a question of state moment. But there was no need 
for statesmen to make suggestions. The young Queen had made up 
her mind. She wrote to her uncle, the King of the Belgians, that she 
found Albert most amiable and unaffected—in short, very fas- 
cinating,” and a few days later she informed her old friend and 
faithful counselor, Baron Stockmar, that “Albert has completely 
won my heart, and all was settled between us this morning.“ 

Of course thé Queen's Ministers approved of the proposed mar- 
riage. They would have been indeed unreasonable to disapprove of 
it. On the 16th of January, 1840, the Queen, opening Parliament 
in person, announced her intention to marry Prince Albert, a mar- 
riage which she hoped would be ‘‘ conducive to the interests of my 
people as well as to my own domestic happiness.“ 

It can scarcely be denied that the influence which Prince Albert 
exercised over England during his too brief life was an influence for 
good. It cannot be questioned that the marriage, while it lasted, 
conferred upon the Queen full measure of that domestic happiness 
of which she spoke so feelingly. 

Prince Albert was endowed with many of the gifts that are essen- 
tial to the princely ideal. He was handsome, graceful, gifted in many 
ways. His personal attractions would have won him admiration in 
any walk of life; his education and attainments would have made 
him conspicuous in any circle of educated men. If he had not been 
destined to share a throne he would have been happy, he would have 
been loved as a refined and highly cultivated gentleman. 

He loved a quiet, unassuming domestic Ife; he loved music and 
art, and science, and the speculative study of great political and 
philosophical questions. His sweet, puré, and affectionate nature 


eminently fitted him to make a woman ‘happy, and it may well be 


doubted whether any other Queen in the history of the world ever 
had so happy a married life as Queen Victoria. 


HAD TO DECLARE His RELIGION. 

But although the royal marriage began so auspiciously in the 
mutual affection of the young Queen and the young Prince Albert, 
it was not in the beginning unaccompanied by externa] conditions 
of discord. Two curious impressions somehow got abroad concern- 
ing the young Prince—one that he was a member of the Church of 
Rome, the other that he was a freethinker in matters of religion. 

The ministry had helped to lend a kind of color to the first 
mentioned impression by the fact that in the declaration of the 
intended marriage it was not specifically stated that Prince Albert 
was a Pretestant Prince. The ministry had taken for granted a 
general public knowledge of the constitutional rule which forbids an 
English sovereign to marry with a Roman Catholic under penalty 
of forfeiting the crown. The ministry had taken for granted that 
the leaders of public opinion on all sides of politics would have 
nac historical knowledge enough to be aware that Prince Albert 
belonged to the most conspicuously Protestant branch of the 
Saxon family since the Reformation. 

It is seldom safe to take matters of public moment for granted. 
fhe Duke of Wellington insisted in the House of Lords on a 
public declaration of the Protestantism of the Prince and the Duke 
of Wellington carried his potnt and the public declaration was 
made, too late, however, to prevént a considerable amount of mis- 
understanding and ill feeling. There were also somewhat acrid par- 
Hamentary controversies over the precedence to be accorded the 
Prince, and the amount of the annuity to be settled upon him, and 
it is certain that both the Queen and the Prince felt very keenly 
the influence of these disputes in their early married days. 

The world has known now for many years of the extreme hap- 
piness of the married pair, of the affection, confidence, and sym- 
pathy which only increased with intimaty, and the English people 
have long agreed to offer their sovereign the sincerest pity for her 
loss of the husband she loved, of the husband who loved her. 

NOT UNDERSTOOD AT FIRST. 


But it must be rankly recognized that at first the Prince Con- 
sort—to give Prince Albert the title which was not accorded to him 


assume that to have manners other than those of an Englishman 
was to be far unworthy of confidence., It might. have been said of 


aim, ds the Duke of Wellington: sald of himself, that he had no 


small talk, and if he could talk admirably about something he had 


not and probably would have desired to have the gift of talking 


about nothing. 

He never probably quite understood the genius of the English 
political system. He was fond of suggesting small innovations and 
improvements in established systems, to the annoyance of men 
with set ideas, who liked their own ways best. He played a digni- 
fied and honorable part. He made no attempt to be anything more 
than the husband of a Queen of a constitutional country. He 
made himself the private secretary and unofficial counselor of his 
wife; he made himself a sort of minister, without portfolio, of art 
and education. He worked hard and with success to help the 
spread of education, thé culture of art, and the promotion of in- 
dustrial science. 


CONSORT ABOLISHED DUELING. 

His social influence was admirable in its example, and he ac- 
complished one great reform in bringing about the abolition of duel- 
ing in the army and in social life. He was an excellent man, an 
excellent husband and father, an excellent Prince, but his merits 
were not fully appreciated by the English \people. Not, perhaps, 
until his untimely death did the country find out how entirely 
lisinterested and faith ful his. life had been, and how he had made 
the discharge of duty his business and his task. 

But in his own im mediate circle he was understood, and to 
inderstand him was to love’ him. The Queen's affection for her 
tusband during his life, her devotion to his memory since his 
feath, would command respect in any station of life, and may, 
therefore, the more readily command respect when found in a sta- 
tion of life which by the very condition of its being is not ex- 
ceptionally calculated to cultivate affection and to inculcate devo- 
jon. Royal marriages are so often and often so inevitably mar- 
rlages of convenience that any student of history and of life may 
well be pleased to salute an instance of a royal marriage which was 
as happy, and which deserved to be as happy, as the marriage of 
ordinary everyday people. 

The Queen was a happy wife. She soon became a happy 
mother. She bore her husband many children, sons and daugh- 
fers. She fulfilled the queenly duty of giving England many 
heirs to the throne, many Princes to insure the succession of her 
house. She fulfilled her wifely duty, her motherly duty, by the 
tender affection and loving solicitude with which she watched over 
me education of her many children. The royal children were 
brought up with that simplicity—almost with that austerity—of 
domestic training which is in so great a degree the ideal of Eng- 


lish. domestic life. 


VICTORIA’S LONG WIDOWHOOD. 


For one and twenty years the romance of the Queen’s life lasted. 


For one and twenty years she was a happy wife, a happy mother— 


+ happy with a happiness that is touching in its sweet and unstained 
simplicity, the happiness of the hearth and the home that ie seldom 
given to a Queen. In December of 1861 the romance of the Queen's 
life ended; the tragedy of the Queen's life began: About the mid- 
night of Saturday, the 14th of December, 1861, there was some sen- 
sation and surprise created throughout London by the tolling of the 
great bell of St. Paul's. Few people even suspected the meaning of 
the unusual sound. Its immediate import signified the death of the 
Prince Consort. He had been ailing with a slight cold; nobody sus- 
pected serious danger; the danger suddenly came and overcantfe; 
congestion of the lungs set in; the Prince fell into utter weakness, 
and died conscious, but without pain, in the presence of the Queen, 
the Prince of Wales, and the Princesses Alice and Helena. Prince 
Albert knew the Queen to the last. His latest look was turned to 


her. 
SYMPATHY OF HER SUBJECTS. 

There was indeed another significance in the tolling of the great 
bell of St. Paul's. If it tolled for the death of the Prince Consort, 
ff it tolled the knell of the Queen’s love story, it was prophetic 
also of what was practically the close of the Queen's publio life. 
For six and thirty years the Queen has led her life of widowhood 
ir what must, for the sovereign of a great people, for the head of a 
great state, be called seclusion. Only the Queen's great grief could 
wal the Queen's great love. Princes are seldom permitted to in- 
dulge to the full in their emotions of joy or sorrow. Queen Victoria 
was fortunate in réigning over a people who rejoiced to see her 
marry the man she loved. Perhaps she was even more fortunate 
in reigning over a people whose sympathy and loyalty made it 
possible for her to hide to so great a degree herself and her sor- 
row from the public view. 

Since that day the Queen has known many times the sorrows of 
those who live long lives and bear many children. Death has taken 
from her some of the nearest and dearest among her children and 
her children’s children. A sorrow bitterer than death fell upon that 
eldest daughter who once wore the imperial crown of Germany; 
upon that youngest daughter who was for so long the most cher- 
ished companion of the Queen’s loneliness. But the Queen has 
borne her sorrows as she wore her joy, with a simple dignity which 
has always commanded the sympathy of her subjects. The longest 
reign that is known to English history has also been the happiest 
for the English people. It cannot be considered the least happy 
for the sovereign who was privileged to know so much joy and in 


sorrow to win such abiding sympathy. ? 
JusTIN McCARTHY, M. P.

VI. Anthony Trollope. 


„Mr. McCarthy is a wonderful critic, for 
he has read everything and he remembers 
everything he reads. I venture to think, 
however, that the following estimate of 
Anthony Trollope, though favorable, is not 
an exhaustive description of '] rohope’s pow- 
ers: 

„ Anthony Trollope had followed out, on 
a marrower scale and with weaker touch, 
the lines that had been laid down for the 
English novel of the day by Thackeray. He 
was Thackeray produced, if we may use 
that expression, into thinness. He had 
nothing like Thackeray’s variety of charac- 
ter, but within his own very limited canvas 
he drew with a careful and effective touch. 
The style of his novels was curiously unlike 
anything that might have been expected 
from the man himself. He was a big, burly, 
self-assertive man in private life, full of 
jollity and animal spirits, a great rider to 
hounds, never discouraged by no matter 
how many tumbles off his horse; and yet 
the main tone of his novels Is that of quiet, 
delicate, minute, photographic. fidelity to 
the sort of life which he took it on him to 
describe. Without any of Thackeray's 
genius, or fancy, or feeling, or creative pow- 
er in a larger sense, he yet contrived to car 
ry out Thackeray’s literary principle so far 
as it well might be carried, dwindling down- 
wards. He has put into his novels somo 
figures which are likely to live for a long 
time. No one could better describe the small 
domestic troubles of an English family, the 
restrained grief of some pretty girl who has 
fallen out with her lover, or thé miniature 
struggles for precedence amongst certain 
circles in an English cathedral city. He has 
been called the apostle of the commonplace, 
but he was surely something better than 
that. He diverged occasionally into the 
purely romantic, still of the domestic char- 
acter, and he published two short novels, 
called Nina Balatka and Linda Tres- 
sel,.“ which appeared anonymously and 
which charmed all readers of intelligence 
and taste. Some of us, indeed, were begin-

Mr. McCarthy must have read ‘ The 
Macdermotts of Ballycloran ; if I mistake 
not, surely we have discussed it together. 
This—the very first story Trollope ever 
wrote—I have always regarded as one of 
the greatest Irish novels ever written. It 
showed a tragic power which Trollope rare- 
ly displayed, and yet of which Trollope, 
when he chose, could be a master. For in- 
stance, amid all the dust heap and miles of 
rubbish and commonplace in the story, ‘ He 
Knew He Was Right,’ what tremendéus 
power there is in the description of the cen- 
tral figure, and of the tragedy of unfounded 
jealousy on the one side and feminine pride 
and obstinacy on the other! Trollope was 
his own worst literary enemy. If he had 
beer less strenuous, less in a hurry to make 
money, more of an artist, and less of a man 
of business he would have left a much 


greater name.

SUMMER HOMES AT OCONOMOWOC. 


Oconomowoc, Wis., June 19.—Among the 
many Chicagoans who are interested in 
Oconomowoc none are more so than those 
who-own and occupy during at least a por- 
tion of the year tracts of land which would 
be known in any other region as farms. The 
largest of these tracts is the property of 
George A. Seaverns, who owns 600 acres 
on the north shore of Lac La Belle. Of this 
immense tract about 300 acres are under cul- 
tivation, the balance being for the most part 
pasture land. The crops which Mr. Seav- 
erns raises are almost entirely corn and 
Oats, although he has considerable area of 
hay and these products are devoted to 
feeding the one hundred and fifty or more 
horses, to the raising of which the fmar fs 
devoted. These horses are for the most part 
either Normans or English coach horses. 

Upon the farm, which is known as La Belle 
Heights, there is a fair sized country res- 
idence, which is occupied by William Rhoda, 
the farmer in charge, and three cottages, 
Nothing whatever for the market is raised, 
with the exception of the stock. The ‘oca- 
tion of the farm is not only picturesque, but 
Its adaptabilities to the purposes for which 
it is used are admirable. Mr. Seaverns’ fam- 
ily residence here is in North Main street, 
one of the most delightful summer homes. 

Henry H. Shufeldt has over one hundred 
acres on the east shore of La Belle, just out- 
side the city limits, The Anchorage is 
one ot the oldest and best known of all the 
farms ot its class in the lake region. It is 
almost entirely devoted to park and grass 
lands, and Mr: Shufeldt offers nothing what- 
ever from the place to the markets of the

- WIDENING THE SOUTH BRANCH. 

The drainage law provides that if the 
population of the district draining into the 
channel now being constructed between 
Chiengo and Joliet— 

Shall at any time exceed 1,500,000 such channel 
Shall be made and kept of such size and in such 
condition that it will produce and maintain at all 
times a continuous flow of not less than 20,000 
euble feet of water per minute for each 100,000 of 
the population of such district, at a current of not 
more than three miles an nod. 

Supposing the drainage channel is opened 

in 1898 or thereabouts with a flow of 300, 
000 cubic fect a minute, the South Branch 
having been widened and deepened a little 
so that that much water can be squeezed 
through. When the Federal census is taken 
in 1900 it will show a population in the 
drainage district--which is just about as 
populous as the city—of about 1,800,000. 
That is a moderate figure. 
When the results of that census have 
been announced officially it will be neces- 
etary for the drainage trustees, under the 
law, to furnish 60,000 more cubic feet of 
water per minute. There will be men in 
the valley who, desirous of increased water 
power, will go into court and get an order 
on the trustecs to obey the law. 

Then the trustees will either have to in- 
crease the carrying capacity of the South 
Branch some more or construct, as the en- 
gineers have talked sometimes of doing, 
a covered way from the lake entrance to 
Robey strect through which 60,000 cubic 
feet a oe may be forced into the drain- 
age channel: | 

But that will not answer the purpose for 
over a decade at the outside. Eighty ora 
hundred thousand more cubic feet will have 
to be supplied after 1910. And then it will 
be necessary to resort finally to the widen- 
ing of the South Branch. 

This sewcr or tunnel will be expensive in 
construction and in operation. The pump- 
ing expenses will amount to the yearly in- 
terest on three million dollars. The tunnel 
cannot be built without considerable dam- 
age to property, which the Drainage Dis- 
trict will have to pay. Even if there were 
no damages the cost of this great twelve- 
foot sewer and of the engines needed to 
utilize it and of the ground required fora 
site for them would be about three millions. 

Why adopt a penny-wise and pound-fool- 
ish policy? ‘The only sensible course to pur- 
sue is te put all the money “ where it will 
do the most good,” and to do at once all 
that needs to be done to insure an abundant 
supply of water during the ensuing thirty 
or forty years. If the next generation 
thinks more water is needed that generation 
should supply it. 

There should be no resorting to side 
issues, All the money spent shonld be ex- 
pended. on the South Branch, and it should 
be spent at one and the same time, so that 
the cost may be less. To putter along, 
doing a little this year, a little ten years 
hence, and some more a decade later, will 
double the expense. 

The South Branch should be widened to 
150 feet from Lake stteet bridge to the 
point where the drainage channel begins 
at Robey street. That channel, on which 
from first to last 35 millions will be ex- 
pended, has a width of 200 feet. The 
stream which connects that great work 
with the lake should not be a narrow, tor- 
tuous one, supplying comparatively little 
water except when rushed through at a 
rate of speed which will make navigation 
impossible. 

It is not intended now to dwell on the 
necessity of widening the South Branch 
for purposes of navigation. That phase 
of the subject will be dealt with hereafter. 
It is desired now to show that a decent re- 
gard for economy dictates the immediate 
widening of the South Branch on a grand 
scale. 

That work will cost considerable money. 
But it can be obtained. The general gov- 
ernment must contribute, in order that nav- 
igation may be improved. The government 
has been laying out money steadily for the 
benefit of other and less important ities 
than this. It has expended hundreds of 
millions on streams which cammercially 
eannot be mentioned in the same breath 

with the Chicago River. It is time that 
something should be done for the latter. 
There are seven Chicago Congressmen and 
two Illirois Senators. If they are good for 
anything they can secure a big appropria- 
tien. 

Then, while the value of the land con- 
demned to widen the South Branch will 
be considerable, especially north of Har- 
rison street, there will be offsets. The 
new frontage will be much more valuable 
than the old frontage, and the assessments 
for benefits will be large. 

It will be found. also, when the old records 
aud maps are consulted that very many 
owners of property abutting on the river 
have pushed out their dock lines into the 
stream from ten to forty feet. They cannot 
expect to be paid by the city for the land 
stolen by them from it. 


The drainage trustees will put all the 


funds they have to spare into the South 
Branch instead of fooling it away on sup- 
plemental channels. The city will stand 
the cost of the new bridges which will have 
to be erected. 

With so many sources to draw on all the 
money reeded can be had, and the question 
of supplying water to the drainage channel 
will not come up for consideration again 
until a new generation hus come on the 


stage. 


SOME HOT WEATHER REFLECTIONS. 
All the more reputable prophets agree 
that this summer is to be extremely hot 
and the foretaste has gone far to convince 
the publie of the accuracy of their predic- 
tions. It would be prudent, therefore, to 
take advantage of the present respite and 
formulate a plan of campaign against the 
siege of Sol. Comparatively few persons 
are privileged to outwit the hot member of 

the firmament by dodging northward, but 
with few exceptions everyone can with- 
stand the attack and emerge from it in com- 
tive serenity by persistence in exer- 
eising one charucteristie- co mon sense 
which in this case stands for moderation 
It may be superfluous to urge persons of 
at least average intelligence to kcep out of 
the path of the vertical rays of the san and 
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many variations of ice as possible. The 
desire for immediate effects, which happily 
suggests light clothing and shady places, re- 
mains diabolically consisten impels 
the victim to pour himself full of iced water 
and a quantity of other iced liquids. One 


would imagine that the intensified heat fol- 


lowing the mere instant of solacing refresh- 
ment would restore the creature to his 
mental balance, but, alas! it ig not se. In- 
stead of avoiding the insidious ally of the 
mocking sun, the man multiplies his follies 
in a mad expectation that he ¢an produce a 
continuous effect by a rapid suecession of 
drinks in some such way as a continuous 
moving picture is produced by the rapid 
passing of photographs, 

This is the individual who under a ya- 
riety of names swells the list of heat vic- 
tims. Where he failed was in exercising 
moderation and common sense. And he 
stands for the vast majority of the real suf- 
ferers from heat in the city. He is the man 
who overdoes everything beciuse of his de- 
Iusion that the heat is a belligerent that 
must be fought actively. There would be 
no need of the heat records if all persons 
would eat, drink, exercise, and do all other 
things in moderation. 

This collection of summertime virtues 
presupposes an amiable disposition. The 
man who successfully defies excessive heat 
by a prompt resort to moderation and tem- 
perance is the man who doesn’t fret every 
time he sees a thermometer or meets a friend. 
He is the man who has learned that the state 
of the weather is often merely a reficx of 
the state of the mind. He keeps cool men- 
tally and finds that he is also and in conse- 
quence cool physically and he imparts some 
of this udmirable serenity to all with whom 
he comes in contact. The best thermometer 
to consult is a disposition to make the best 
of everything, for the mercury in it sel- 
dom fluctuates much from normal. 


REAL SOURCE OF ENGLISH PROSPERITY. 
The central and all-dominating fact in 


‘the English jubilee enthusiasm, the one 


subject which is the keynote of talk wherev- 
er Englishmen are gathered together, is the 
prosperity which has come to Great Britain 
during the last sixty years, thanks to the 
reign of Queen Victoria.” With all réspect 
to the gracious old lady who wears the 
crown as Queen of Great Britain and Ire- 
land and Empress of India, and has active- 
ly reigned longer than any of her predeces- 
sors, it would be more correct to attribute 
this prosperity to the parliamentary system 
of the English government, in which su- 
preme legislative powér is vested, than to 
the daughter of Edward, Duke of Kent. 
The executive power is vested nomitially 
in the crown, but practically in a committee 
of ministers called the Cabinet, whose ex- 
istence is dependent on the possession of a 
majority of the House of Commons. 

Queen Victoria has reigned, but in the 
strict sense has not ruled. The teal ruters 
have been men like Melbourne, Peel, 
Palmerston, Disraeli, Gladstone, und Sulis- 
bury: The real power has been exercised 
by the party in the majority in the House of 
Commons. Its leading men have consti- 
tuted a body similar to our Committee of 
Ways and Means, and the ruler for the time 
of this body, who was the real ruler, cor- 
responded to its chairman. These are the 
men who have decided what things shall be 
done and what shall not be donc, and so 
long as they are sustained by the majority 
whatever they decide is done. 

These real rulers may be personally ob- 
noxious, but the Queen must accept chem 
and their measures. She may counsel, ad- 
vise, or suggest, and at times she may have 
exerted a little quiet influence—as, for in- 
stance, when she toned down Lord 
Palmerston'’s utterances on the Trent af- 
fair—but practically she must accept the 
policy of the Premier. Nominally she may 
veto acts; practically she does nut. Nom- 
inally she is the fountain-head of bish- 
oprics and of ennobling; practically Bish- 
ops and those ennobled are the work of the 
real rulers. 

To this extent, therefore, Victoria Regina 
is the figurehead of the government. It 
goes without saying that she hus been a 
very nice figurehead—at one time a very 
beautiful and charming figurehead, and 
now a very benignant, gracious, and ten- 
erable figurehead—but she has had as little 
to do with the movement of the government 
and the movement of prosperity as the 
figurehead of the vessel has to do with its 
propelling power or with its onward move- 
ment through the waves. She has been 
an expensive figurehead. It costs the Eng- 
lish people many millions every year to 
support her and her seven childven—over 
two millions annually for herself. and much 
more for other members of the family, of 
which that idle, expectant gentleman, 
Albert Edward, takes nearly half u million, 
with which he keeps the wolf from the door 
atid matiages to keep in debt also. The 


English people, however, appear to be sat- 


ished with the contributions they make to 
support the leading figurehead and all the 
little figureheads, but they must not be mis- 
taken for the motive power which runs the 
government and secures prosperity. ‘This 
is the work of the uncrowned kings like 
Palmerston, Disraeli, Gladstone, und Salis- 
bury, with the Commons’ mau jority behind 
them. 


JOHN BULL’S BIG JUBILEE. 
John Bull's jubilious ecstasy has begun, 


It will not be over for at least a week. He 
is in for it to make the most of it. The 
rest of the world, too, is alert with interest 
and kindly on hand to help make the 
demonstrative occasion as imposing as pos- 
sible. Take it for all it is worth and all 
that it means, there has not been anything 
hitherto to match it. 

They call it the Queen's jubilee, and of 
course she is the central figure in it; but 
it is a great deal more than that. Like a 
world’s fair, it is really taking on interna- 
tional proportions. For the week at least 
England is anything but isolated.“ Spe- 
cial representatives, more or less splendid 
and august, from almost every nation and 
part of the world will help swell the pomp 
and give new meaning to the gayety of na- 
tions. 

Hud any such event happened sixty years 
ago, as Charles I. said of his tardy execu- 
tioner, it would have taken an “ uncon- 
scionably long while” for the rest of the 
world to hear of it. Now cablegrams and 
telegrams simultanecusly in the daily press 
all round the world will tell of everything 
almost in the moment of its taking place. 
And what is not said in words will be told 
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is after all not so 3 2 83 of 
its unprecedented length as the phenomenal 
importance and beneficence of the changes 
that have taken place during its continu- 
ance, tending to the advancement not 
merely of Britain's glory but rather to the 
better possibilities for all men every where. 
Its celebration ig not at all like that of 
some bloody battlefield; the crowning vic 
tories ate those of pence. As to the most 
consequential of these victofies and 
achievements, the Queen herself has been 
almost as much a looker-on as any of her 
subjects, except so far as her genius for 
common sense, seeing not more clearly the 
things to do than the things not to do, has 
done so much to afford the most favoring 
conditions for the advancement of human 
interests. 

Mr. Gladstone, speaking of the grand 
characteristic of Queen Victoria's reign, 
says it is Emancipation.” Dean Farrar 
names the expansion of men's thoughts by 
science and literature and the universal 
deepening of the sense of sympathy and 
brotherhood as among the most character- 
istic features of the period. Edison, from 
his point of view, naturally says it is the 
advancement of science and its application 
to industry.” Justin MeCarthy thinks the 
most impressive characteristic of it is the 
fact that Queen Victoria has been “ the 
first really constitutional sovereign who has 
ever ruled over the empire.“ Dr. Ctiiford, one 
of the most forceful preachers in London, 
says it is “the advancing spiritual value 
of human life; werkers are no longer re- 
garded merely as hands, but as souls; chil- 
dren are freed from degrading toil; women 
breathe a freer, puter air; sympathy with 
the suffering and the poor is more deep and 
full; and the ‘ enthusiasm of humanity ’ has 
maintained a victorious war with brutal 
conditions of living and initiated an era 
of individual and social elevation.“ The 
brilliant Dr. Fairbairn of Oxford says he 
who studies the literature of sixty years 
ago and compares it with the literature of 
today will feel that we have got nearer the 
heart of things and thus nearer the souls 
of each other, and that Chiistianity has 
become a larger affair than ever. Where 
discovery must end, says Professor Ncw- 
comb, no one can say; but, come what may, 
the Victorian age will be ever memorable 
as that of the greatest movement for the 
benefit of mankind recorded 1n history. 

After the great week is over, and the 
world recovers from the natural exhilare- 
tion of the wonderful spectacle of a great 
empire in the height of its historic jubilee, 
there will be time enough for any qualify- 
ing criticisms; meanwhile John Bull should 
be allowed to make the utmost out of his ju- 
bilious opportunity. And Brother Jona- 
than will not be so churlish as not to join 
in the universal refrain, “God save the 
Queen.” 


WHAT CONSTITUTES “GOOD SOCIETY.” 

Some residents in New York, apparently 
bewildered by the social phenomena attcnd- 
ing that group of individuals who call 
themselves the “ 400,” are trying to obtain 
a definite and comprehensive answer to the 
familiar query: “ What constitutes good 
society?” An interesting discussion has 
ensued, and many bright minds have con- 
tributed to the symposium, but all appear to 
have become hopelessly entangled in the 
mass of inconsistencies that surround every 
aspect of the subject. 

In the first place, in nearly every instance 
good society is erroneously confounded 
with “fashionable society,” thus creating 
a wrong hypothesis at the beginning and 
confounding all the subsequent argument. 
Fashionable society is more of a fixed ele- 
ment, easily discerned in most communi- 
ties, and its membership determined by the 
particular circumstances of the case. ‘The 
seeker after light may be confused by the 
absence of specific standards, but that is 
not material, since the general results are 
so clearly visible. Good society, on the 
contrary, is a much more indeterminate 
factor in life, and subject to a variety of 
interpretations. To express it in broad, 
general terms, that social intercourse which 
any individual finds good constitutes his 
good society, and these various “ good so- 
cieties ” range all the way from the Ideal 
good society down to the stratum of !ife 
farthest removed. The fashionable society 
comprised by the “400” of New York is 


good society, doubtless, to most of the 


members of it, while the social gathering in 
the country taproom is good society to the 
men who find pleastire there, but each is 
far removed from the ideal good soriety, 
and it would take a wise discrimination to 
determine which is the more remote. 

To use another somewhat broa? gencral- 
ization, fine quality of thought determines 
the status of the ideal good society. This 
does not mean purity of thought alone, 
although that must be one of the ingredi- 
ents, but elevated thought, including self- 
respect, chivalric regard for the feelings 
of others, and an innate consideration for 
the graces and amenities of life. Ideal good 
society, therefore, is the only phase of social 
intercourse where the standard is clear; 
fixed, and unvarying, but at the same time 
it seldom happens that the persons entitled 
to membership meet in a single gathering. 
They are broken up into separated groups, 
whose personnel is determined by a special 
affinity of disposition and thought. Since 
members of this idea) society go so far be- 
neath the surface in their relations with 
each other the groupings are more limited, 
permitting a closer individual intercourse. 

Moreover, in most large cities these 
groups are practically lost to any public 
view, for since ostentatious display would 
be impossible to the members and social 
notoriety a humiliating annoyance, they 
seldom are prominent above the surface of 
the social stream. No person, therefore, 
who cad appreciate the ideal good society 
need ask what constitutes it, for the caliber 
of the heart and mind will supply the only 
possible answer. But “ good society,” in a 
popular sense, has become synonymous 
with “fashionable society,” and it is not 
surprising that many people who have fallen 
into the mistake of using the terms inter- 
changeably should be dismayed by the chaos 
of inconsistencies. , 

In New York, for instance, they see the 
gaudy company that calls itself not only 
good society but the only society, made up 
of a motley crowd whose chief bond is 
great wealth. There are a few in the 
throng who can lay claim to lofty mental 


and moral aspirations, a few who take pride 


in a long line of honorable ancestors, a few 
philosophers who are being amused by the 
empty gtimaces atid anties, but the rest 
are simply thrown together by the accident 
of wealth ind a thick coating of veneer, 
An acquired knowledge of conventionalities 
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bit in no sense good society. 

The cenditions that prevail in New York 
are the same in principle in many cities, al- 
though, as stated above, siibject to many 
variations. It has been suid that before a 
newcomer ts admitted into the charmed 
fashionable circle in Boston it is asked, 
„What does he know!“ in Philadelphia, 
“Who was his grandfather?’ and in New 
Tork. What is he worth?’ It will be no- 
ticed that in all these distinctigns there is 
no heart quality represented, and thet in 
the quality which is the keystone to “ good 
society.“ 


PLANS FOR LOGAN DAY. 

The plans for the dedication of the tomb 
of General John A. Logan in Lake Front 
Park on July 22 indicate that the ceremony 
will be one of the most memorable of its 
kind in the history of the Btate, and indeed 
of the nation; President McKinley will 
probably be present, although the arcept- 
ance of the invitation has been made condi- 
tional; many Governors will be in at- 
tendance, and the military display 
will be imposing. State troops will 
be in line in abundance, and 4 
large representation of the national soldiers 
will testify to the really national eharacter 
of the event. This will be the first monu- 
ment to be given a site on the new park, and 
the magnitude of the celebration will be 
given a fitting environment. Logan com- 
pletes the illinois triumvirate whom it has 
delighted the people of the State and of the 
nation to honor. Lincoln and Grant have 
been memorialized in literature and bronze 
and granite until their intimate association 
with Illinois has been disregarded in the 
zeal of the people of all other States to 
pay tribute to their great achievements. 
Logan, who has ever held a warm place in 
the affection of the people, is now to be 
paid deserrcd honors, and they will be made 
so conspicuous that all the world will know 
in what estcem the man is held by Llinois. 
The preparations for the military parade 
indicate that it will surpass in the number 
of troops any other similar display ever held 
in the country.

SEVERE ELECTRICAL STORMS. 

The coutitry has been visited by a remark- 
able succession of severe storms within the 
last few days and they have been unusually 
destructive. 
fury on Thursday and Friday nights, and 
many deaths and heavy loss of property re- 
sulted. According to the reports the storms 
were of a cyclonic character in some places 
and raged like tornadoes elsewhere, but 
were all attended by extraordinary electric- 
al phenomena. It appears that the path 
of the storms was from points in Nebraska, 
Iowa, and Kansas eastward across Illinois 
and part of Indiana, dipping south to the 
northern part of Kentucky. As usual in 
such cases the storms came without any 
special warning. They baffle the efforts of 
science to gouge in advance their fury or 
raise up any protection against destruction. 
The electrics] manifestations have predom- 
inated in these disturbances, and they are 
wholly beyond the range of human under- 
standing. In Chicago the lightning darted 
in and out of street cars and houses, pros- 
trating people here and there, but confining 
the damage largely to property. In other 
places lives were cut off in a flash by an in- 
exorable bolt. The terror many people feel 
in such a storm is born of the uncertainty 
as to where the next thunderbolt will deal 
its mysterious deathblow and the total in- 
ability of setting up any defense. In few 
cases ean the freaks of the electric fluid 
be watched with anything less than a feel- 
ing of awe. They present a picture of con- 
summate power running riot, and a power 
that man cannot check or defy. 


NATIONAL ‘EPOCH - MAKING 1 TRANSAC- 
TIONS. 

The Londen Chronicle, in some recent 
comments upon the negotiation of the Ha- 
waiian annexation treaty, declared that 
such an annexation would be an epoch- 
making transaction in the history of the 
United States, indicating that this country 
is about to enter upon a policy of territorial 
expansion. Ipoch-making transactions of 
this kind, hewever, are neither new nor 
strange in our national history. Though 
not as industrious as Great Britain in ap- 
propriating territory belonging to other peo- 
ple, a glance at history will show that we 
have secured vast stretches of territory by 
cession and purchase and that the epoch- 
making transactions are very numerous. 

The United States began business as a 
nation in 1781 with an area of 819,815 
square miles, including the thirteen States, 
Delaware, Vennsylvania, New Jersey, 
Georgia, Connecticut, Massachusetts, 
Maryland, South Carolina, New Hamp- 
shire, Virginia, New York, North Carolina, 
and Rhode Island, and the Northwest Ter- 
ritory, ceded by Virginia, Connecticut, 
Massachusetts, and New York, comprising 
the area north of the Ohio River now oc- 
cupied by Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Michigan, 


Wisconsin, and part of Minnesota, and em- 


bracing 260,000 square miles. 

That was the start off. In 1808 there 
was an epech-making transaction which 
more than doubled the area of the United 
States. During the administration of Jef- 
ferson, in order to remove commetcial dis- 
abilities in the western part of the country 
and to counteract the possibility of danger- 
ous alliances, the United States purchased 
Louisiana frum France for the sum of $15,- 
000,000, Napoleon being willing to do any- 
thing to place that region beyond the pusasi- 
bility of British control. The Louisiana pur- 
chase included an immense and at that time 
almost an unknown region. It covered the 
area now occupied by Louisiana, Arkansas, 
Missouri, Iowa, North and South Dakota, 
Nebraska, Kansas, Oklahoma, Indian Ter- 
ritory, Montana, and parts of Minnesota 
and most of Colorado and Wyomnig, em- 
bracing in all 877,268 square miles. 

In 1805 there was another epoch-making 
transaction, when this country laid the basis 
of its title to all of Oregon and Washing- 
ton south of the Columbia River, claiming 
it by right of original discovery, explora- 
tion, occupation, and proximity.

‘The last of the epoch-making 
transactions was the purehase of Aluska 
from Russiu in 1867, which added 331,408 
square miles to our area. 

The southern limit in epoch-making trans- 
actions has been reached. We have no 
need of and do not want Mexico or any of 
the Central American States. The trans- 
action of 1897 should be the annexation of 
the eight Hawatian Islands, with an area 
of 6,740 square miles and about 90,000 peo- 


ple. That accomplished, and our Pueifle 


mid way station under our control and a 


„part of our territory, the next great trans- 


action should be the completion of the Nica- 
ragua Canal. Then we shall be ready for 
our last epoch-making transaction, the an- 
nexation of Canada and the country to the 
north of it. When our limits stretch from 
the pole to the Gulf of Mexico and from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific, with Cuba, Hasti, 
and San Domingo not a part of our ferri- 
tory, but under an American protectorate, 
the mission of the republic will have been 
fulfilled.’ There will be no further need of 
epoch-making transactions. 


LINCOLN PARK has been further enriched 
by a bronze bust of one of the immortals, 
Beethoven, the composer, presented to it by 
Carl Wolfsohn, the old time, well Known, 
and universally respected pianist, and leader 
of the late Beethoven society. To Mr. Wolf- 
sohh Beethoven is well-nigh the Alpha and 
Omega of muste. He has made ciose, intel- 
ligent, and patient study both of the 
Beethoven music and Hterature, and de- 
serves to be ranked as one of the most ac- 
complished of American Beethoven stu- 
dents. His gift to the park is therefore not 
only a graceful one, and a signal mark of 
individual generosity, but it is one which will 
mark and closely associate with Beethoven's 
music the labor of Mr. Wotfsohn’s many 
useful years in his profession. This hand- 
some work of art will long remain as a trib- 
ute to his public spirit as well as to the ster- 
ling merits of an honest, conscientious, and 
scholarly musician.

is, in fact, one of the few writers on the 
theater who risk the verdict of posterity. 
ne French critic, on the contrary, has two 
points which are greatly in his favor. In the 
first place he has a technical knowledge of 
the dramatic art which only comes with long 
generations of training. Secondly, he judges 
the stage from the point of view of a con- 
noisseur in art and not of a moral reform. 
He is free, therefore, from clumsy mistakes 
on the one hand and from misdirected en- 
thusiasm on the other. He is dispassionate 
in his praise or blame and he is unerring in 
his instincts. The result is that even in a 
small and unpretentious book, like the one 
before us, there are at least one or two judg- 
ments which will be held good forever and 
one or two criticisms which have decided the 
fate of a play for all time to come and are 
beyond improvement. 

AS a casual example take his views upon 
% Virginius,”’ the play with which Sheridan 
Knowles burst upon the public in 1820 and 
which is still considered worthy of revival 
by such an eminent actor as Mr. Wilson 


Barrett. 


* Virginius was intended to mark a re- 
turn to reality and nature which had long 
been sacrificed to the romantic spirit of 
the age which saw the triumph of Fielding 
and Scott. The consequence was a curious 
mixture of the tragic and the commonplace. 
It was, in fact, the application of the rules 
of the bourgeois drama to the romantic 
tragedy. The piece was a blending of prose 
and verse, after the manner of Shakspeare, 
but the verse was simply prose cut up into 
lengths. The heroine was a colorless school- 
girl who might have stepped out of the 
pages of Miss Edgeworth's novels. j 

Virginius is an excellent father, a middle- 
class radical, who takes an interest in pol- 
itics. He resembles exactly the city man 
whom one might see any day of the week 
returning from his office in Leadenhall to 
his suburban residence in Chiswick or 

Hampstead. He is a widower and his do- 
mestic economy is attended to by an old 
lady who, by her excellent sentiments and 
her feeble intelligence, we recognize at once 
as a regular English housekeeper. 

Now, it is quite true that the Romans, un- 
der the republic, were men just as we are, 
but their humanity must be painted in dif- 
ferent colors. In dealing with them it is 
necessary to remain in the sphere of those 
grand passions and heroic follies where all 
the ages join hands. It is quite impossible 
to make realism retrospective. We may de- 
scribe exactly the life of a farmer in Indi- 
ana, but we are bound to meet with failure 
if we endeavor to attain the same micro- 
scopic realism in depicting the life of a 
Roman maiden 2,000 years ago. 

‘That, roughly speaking, is M. Filon’s es- 
timate of Virgintus,“ and we cannot help 

its truth in a moment. 

One sentence; indeed, is almost sufficient 
when he describes the new departure as 
“the application of the rules of the bour- 
geois drama to high trägedy.“ And then 
the clearness of his perception of the value 
of Shakspeare’s verse is almost extraor- 
dinary in a foreigner. At first he objected 
strongly to the monotony of English blank 
verse, but finally, he tells us, he grew to 
love its cadence just as he had loved the 
music of Greek and Latin poetry. This 

verse, whose formation is so interest- 
ing and so curious, owns some secret affinity 
with the soul of the English people. It 
seems to have been made to match the 
galop of a horse or the rolling of the waves. 
Consequently it is a dangerous experiment, 
as M. Filion points out, to interfere with 
this rhythm. 

There are always actors appearing on the 
scene who endeavor to institute new meth- 
ods of reading Shakspeare; men. for in- 

‘like Macready at the beginning of 
the century, or Wilson Barrett at the pres- 
ent day, who wish to declaim rather than 
to sing his verse. Some, like Mr. Mansfield, 
go so far as to give it a colloquial tone, 
thus wholly robbing the language of every 
vestige of its music. Macready did not go so 
far as that, for hs was a profound admirer of 
the Elizabethan dramatist and would not 
for worlds have taken any undue liberty with 
the text. It is interesting to notice, how- 
ever, that while he does not blame Macready, 

M. #tlon takes exactly the same point of 
view with regard to the delivery of Shaks- 
peare’s verse as Mr. Bernard Shaw him-

This was Charles Lamb’s opinion, and it is 
shared by some of our best actors and act- 
resses today, but it is not held by the best 
authorities on the subject. The modern 
school of realism in dramatic art, if it means 
anything at all, means absolutely straight- 
forward acting. 

It forbids an actor to remember for a mo- 
ment that he is two persons for the time 
being. It forbids him to be on friendly 
terms with the audience. He must not 
wink across the footlights or give vent to 
aside remarks. He must be the character 
that he is attempting to portray, and noth- 
ing else. Few of us can doubt that by this 
means we get the most subtle kind of 
comedy. Plays of the Wild Duke order 
may be cruel in their unrelenting truth, but 
they are eminently comic, simply because 
the effects come unsought for; nor can the 


If Mr..Scott had his way we should 
have nothing upon the English stage but 
revivals of Douglas Jerrold and Tom Rob- 
ertson, and naturally he seizes the oppor- 
tunity to defend the good old plays or his 
childhood. 

The worst that M. Filon says of Jerrold’s 
masterpiece is that, in spite of his knowledge 
of the sea, he has written a marine drama 
in which there is not a word of truth and 
not a touch of nature. Considering that 
the play is essentially an Adelphi melo- 
drama, that is by no means an adverse crit- 
icism. Mr. William Terriss may draw tears 
to the eyes of Mr. Clement Scott, but his 
William surely cannot deceive any one into 
thinking that such a hero ever existed in 
real life, and, as for Susan, she is the very 
incarnation of an Adelhpi heroine, who neyer 
was seen on sea or land in actual existence.

actor in such plays insult the intelligence 
of the auditor by underlining all the comic 
points. 

The old school still remains with us, and 
we have actresses like Ada Rehan, who 
never for a moment forget themselves, and 
who would do anything rather than risk 
the loss of a good point. And this kind of 
comedy, too, has its advantages. It is easy 
to understand, especially’ when we have 
actresses like Ada Rehan to emphasize all 
the funny lines with a twinkle of her eye 
directed to the audience. Moreover, it al- 
lows those to laugh who cannot find amuse- 
ment in genuine comedy, partly because 
they do not appreciate it and partly because 
they find real life too mournful for laugh- 
ter. Possibly, too, the same divergence of 
method may have existed in the days of 
Charles Lamb, but if it did we have no evi- 
dence of the modern method in the come- 
dies of the period, and Charles Lamb him- 
self seems to admit no doubt upon the sub- 
ject. The consciousness of the illusion was 
with him all-important. 

oe 

But to return to M. Filon, the most inter- 
esting part of his work is certainly the 
chapter upon the future of the English stage, 
wherein he attempts to calculate the influ- 
ence which will be exerted by the Norwe- 
gian drama as time goes on. A year ago 
the Ibsen movement seemed to have re- 
ceived a serious check, but recently there 
have been so many performances of his plays 
and so many of the most brilliant English 
critics have devoted themselves to the 
cause, that whether he pays or not, and 
certainly he does not pay like Charley’s 
Aunt ’’ or Secret Service,“ there can be no 
doubt that, dramatically speaking, Ibsen is 
the man of the hour. And the real reason 
for this slowly increasing influence is, as M. 
Filon most justly points out, the tact that 
nearly all the characters in his plays are 
typically Anglo-Saxon, and the English pub-

He, which is just beginning to take the Nor- 
wegian dramatist seriously, must to some 
extent be moved by the portrayal of char- 
acters which are so éssentially English. 

In Paris, on the other hand, the Norwegian 
drama never has been thoroughly accepted 
‘because the tendency in French dramatic 
art is in exactly the opposite direction. The 
modern French playwright either is insin- 
cerely romantic, like Sardou, or genuinely 
classical, like Francois Coppée. The French- 
man does not look upon the theater from a 
moral standpoint, and therefore his plays 
are much less important to him. With the 

hman the drama far more than poetry 
is a “criticism of. Hire, and although he 
may be deficient in technical knowledge and 
appreciation of tHe beautiful, he makes up 
for it Uy taking himself and his drama ter- 
‘ribly in earnest. And that, in the main, is 
the reason why it is possible for a French- 
man to criticise the theater far more im- 
partially.and dispassionately than any Eng- 
lishman, t a hardened cynic and dilet- 
tante like Mr. A. B. Walkley. It is nota 
matter of life and death with him, and so 
he is not likely to be led away by any 
or moral fervor. 
M. Filon is also wonderfully unbiased by 
any national prejudice. On the contrary, he 
the French theater as most detri- 
mental in its influence upon the English 
p drama to live must ex- 


works for what he calls gross inaccuracies, 
but as these inaccuracies turn out to be 
nothing more than expressions of opinion 
which do not agree with Mr. Scott's ideas, 
it is not necessary to suppose that M, Filon 
has really been guilty of handling the truth 
carelessly. If he has occasionally confused 
the true order of events, the mistakes are of 
so trifling a nature as to obtain a ready 
pardon in a work which is of so much real 
worth in its more important aspects.

BELLAMY’S UTOPIA AGAIN 


HIS NEW VOLUME “ EQUALITY” ELAN 
ORATES * LOOKING BACK WARD.” 


Describes Commercial and Indus- 
trial Conditions of a Community 
Supposed toe Exist in the Twenty- 
first Century, and by Conversations 
and Questions Points the Defects 
in the Social System of Today— 
Golden Rule Is the Foundation. 


FTER a silence of ten years Edward 

Bellamy again comes forward with 

a story on the lines of his great suc- 

cess, ‘‘ Looking Backward.“ That 

an author should follow so great a 

success with years of unproductiveness is 

a marvel in these days. To be quite exact, 

however, Mr. Bellamy has not been idle 

all this time. For at least five years he has 

been at work upon the present volume, 

Equality.“ of which Messrs. Appleton are 
the publishers. 

In his preface Mr. Bellamy says: ‘ Look- 
ing Backward’ was a smal! book, and I was 
unable to get into it all I wished to say on 
the subject. Since it was published what 
was left out of it has loomed up as so much 
more important than what it contained that 
I have been constrained to write another 
book.“ Equality is certainly not a 
„Small book,” for it fills four hundred and 
odd pages of solid type. 

The date of Equality is the same as 
that of Looking Backward’’—the year 
2000—and the hero is the same as in that 
story. An outline of Looking Backward ” 
is given in the preface, so that the reader 
who has not read the first story will under- 
stand the situation that brings a nineteenth 
century hero on the scene in the twenty- 
first century. The story of Equality is 
told in conversations—questions and an- 
swers—and in it a government is described 
in which equality is the keynote. There are 
no rich and there are no poor; such a thing 
as money is unknown. No man calls his 
fellow-man master. Every one works, but 
there is so much machinery that no work 
is drudgery. All people are on the same 
dull level. Anything more dreary and mo- 
notonous that the life of these people, as 
described by Mr. Bellamy, could hardly be 
imagined. The book ought to serve as a 
warning to those misguided persons who be- 
lieve that there is happiness in the leveling 
down process. 

Satirizes Nineteenth Century Freedom. 

In the first chapter Edith Leete cross- 
questions her nineteenth century lover as 
to the conditions of life at that time, 11% 
years before, She wants to know what was 
meant in 1887 by the phrase all men are 
born free and equal.“ 

“One. is constantly coming upon this 
phrase in the literature of the day. Now, 
you have made it clear that they were 
neither free nor equal in any ordinary sense 
of the word, but were divided as mankind 
has always been before into rich and poor, 
masters and servants. Won't you please 
tell me, then, what they meant by calling 
themselves free and equal?’ 

„It was meant, I suppose, that they were 
all free and equal before the law.“ 

“That means in the courts. And were 
the rich and poor equal in the courts? Did 
they receive the same treatment?” 

„am bound to say,“ I replied, that 
they were nowhere else more unequal. The 
law applied in terms to all alike, but not in 
fact. There was more difference in the posi- 
tion of the rich and the poor man before 
the law than in any other respect. The rich 
were practically above the law, the poor 
under its wheels.“ 

„In what respect, then, were the rich and 
poor equal?” 

„They were said to be equal in opportuni- 
tles. 

‘* Opportunities for what? 

“For bettering themselves, for getting 
rich, for getting ahead of others in the strug- 
gle for wealth.“ 

It seems to me that only meant, if it were 
true, not that all were equal, but that all 
had an equal chance to make themselves 
unequal. But was it true that all had equal 
opportunities for getting rich and bettering 
themselves?“ 

„It may have been so to some extent at 
one time when the country was new,.“ I re- 
plied, but it was no more so in my day. 
Capital had practically monopolized all 
economic opportunities by that time: there 
was no opening in business enterprise for 
those without large capital save by some ex- 
traordinary fortune.“ 

‘‘But surely,” said Edith, there must 
have been in order to give at least a color 
to all this boasting about equality, some one 
respect in which the people were equal?” 

Equal Nowhere Except in Politics. 

“Yes, there was. They were political 
equals. They all had one vote alike, and the 
majority was the supreme lawgiver.”” .. . 

“ There was nothing whatever to prevent 
the people at any time if they just willed it 
from making an end of their sufferings and 
organizing a system like ours which would 
guarantee their equality and prosperity.” 

Nothing whatever.“ 

„% Then once more I ask you to kindly tell 
me why, in the name of common sense, they 
didn’t do it at once and be happy instead of 
making a spectacle of themselves so woeful 
that even a hundred years after it makes 
us cry?” 

** Because,”’ I replied, they were taught 
and believed that the regulation of tndustry 
and commerce and the production and dis- 
tribution of wealth was something wholly 
outside of the proper province of govern- 
ment.” « (2. ‘ 

Edith meditated in silence for some mo- 
ments. Finally she said: Tour contem- 
poraries were not madmen nor fools; surely 
there is something you have not told me; 
there must be some explanation or at least 
color of excuse why people not only abdi- 
cated the power of controlling their most 
vital and important interests, but turned 
them over to a class which did not even pre-

Undoubtedly the confusion of 
terms in our political system is rather cal- 
culated to puzzle one at first, but if you 
only grasp firmly the vital point that the 
rule of the rich, the supremacy of capital 
and its interests, as against those of the 
people at large, was the central principle 
of our system, to which every other inter- 
est was made subservient, you will have 
the key that clears up every mystery.“ 
Organization of Bellamy’s Utopia. 


In this Utopia, as Dr. Leete explained, 
“Every one, of course, has his own house 
and piece of land if he or she desires them, 
and always his or her own income to use at

The law requires the members of the 
“board to file with the Secretary of State 


the constitutional oath of office and elect 


ficers, The secretary of the board is al- 
ed a salary of $1,500 a year and necessary 
official expenses. Each member is allowed 
$10 a day for the time actually devoted to 
the requirements of the office. 
The law does not make the architects now 


in the profession undergo the examination, | 


but does require them to take out licenses 
to continue in the business. This must be 
done within the next six months.

The ezamination will have especial refer- 
ence to the construction of buildings, a test 
of the knowledge of the applicant as to the 
strength of materials and his ability to make 
practical application of this knowledge in 
the ordinary professional work of an archi- 
tect, as well as in the duties of a supervisor 
of mechanical work on buildings. The law 
provides for the revocation of licenses on the 
‘ground of incompetency or recklessness in 
the construction of buildings or for dishonest 
practices, and fixes the conditions under 
which reinstatement may be had. 

The original bill was prepared under the 
superivision of the Illinois chapter of the 
American Institute of Architects and was 
designed to regulate the profession in this 
city, where a large number of incompetent 
men, it was complained, had invaded the 
ranks of the well qualified architects. _..

Real estate transfers throughout the 
country during May were generally less 
than for the corresponding month in 196. 
The totals in thirty-one cities in this coun- 
try and Canada, as shown by the tables 
compiled by the American Land and Title 
Register, indicate an increase in only nine.

ELECTION CONTEST ON MONDAY SURE 
TO BE WARM, 


Both Sides Are Confident of Success— 
Board of Trade People Do Little 
but Discuss the Proposed Elevator 
Rule—Receipt of New Wheat Weak- 
ens St. Louis Market—Trade in Corn 
and Oats Evens Up—Provisions Easy 
on Hog Movement. 


The new elevator rule and the prospective 
outcome of the vote on the matter Monday 
were the subjects of absorbing attention 
on the floor of the Board of Trade yesterday., 
The uncertainty as to the outcome may 
have had some influence in causing operators 
to close out open trades, but the dullness 
in business was in large part due to the fact 
that thé pits were at times deserted by 
brokers who insisted in gathering 1m little 
knots and discussing the merits and disad- 
vantages of the rule. As usual, the trade 
generally has -left the discussion of the 
proposition until just before the election, and 
then has developed an unusual interest. 
Both sides are claiming that they will be 
successful tomorrow. Anti-elevator people 
are much more confident since the gecond 
callreom meeting held on Friday. They be- 
lieve that sentiment in favor of the rule is 
rapidly growing and that it will undoubtedly 
be carried. The other side is apparently 
equally confident in claiming that the rule 
will be defeated. The elevator men them- 
selves are rather apathetic about the matter 
and say they are not going to put forth any 
effort to defeat the adoption of the rule. 
However this may be, there is every pros- 
pect of one of the most bitterly contested 
elections in the history of the board. The 
division will probably be closer than on the 
rule changing the grades of wheat deliver- 
able on contract which was ngt purely an 
elevator controversy. 


Interesting Developments Promised. 


There is a possibility of interesting de- 
velopments whether the rule carries or not. 
A prominent grain man stated yesterday 
that a plan is being perfected for a system 
of public elevators to be built on the Calu- 
met River at South Chicago. The plan con- 
templates the construction of a system of 
tank warehouses on property owned by the 
Canal and Dock company. There have been 
two different propositions put before promi- 
nent local grain men. One invoives a site with 
500 feet of frontage on the river aud the 
other an equally located tract of land with 
half the river frontage. In either case the 
elevators would be located on the Belt line, 
by which grain could be drawn from any 
road entering the city. Evidently some prog- 
ress has been made in the plans, as the 
owners of the ground are said to be willing 
to take securities of the warehouse com- 
pany in payment for their property. The 
scheme includes some changes in existing 
rates for storage and transfer service. The 
storage rate for the first fifteen days is to 
be K cent and the rate for transferring 
grain from car to car is to be K cent. It is 
said that 5,000,000 bu of room can be fur- 
nished for an outlay of something like $500,- 
000. The organization of any such elevator 
company is, of course, supposed to be con- 
tingent upon the adoption of the rule at to- 
morrow’s election. 

On the other hand, if the rule is adopted 
the elevator may feel that they are under 
no obligations to remain identified with the 
Board of Trade and may attempt the or- 
ganization of an independent body. They 
are buyers of a large percentage of the 
grain coming into Chicago and insist that 
the grain business cannot be handled 
profitably on any other basis than that now 
operative. The elevator people believe that 
the speculative grain business would follow 
the trade in the cash property, and in 
previous controversies with the board have 
intimated that they would have to part 
company: The elevator men so far have 
been making no threats and in fact have 
had little to say on the question at issue. 
It is hardly to be believed, however, that 
they have not considered at some time the 
feasibility of cutting loose from the Board 
of Trade, and if the rule is passed they 
might consider this the opportunity to leave 
with the best possible grace. 


Narrow Range in Wheat. 


Wheat kept within a narrow range yes- 
terday with the volume of trade extremely 
light. St. Louis was weak and reported the 
receipts of the first cay of new crop winter 
wheat. It was received: from Charlestown, 
Mo., and was of excellent quality. The 
feeling is that the July delivery has been 


sold almost to a standstill, but the pressure 


of an early harvest and fine crop prospects 
in the Northwest are against prices. There 
was a little new local cash business re- 
ported. Norton & Worthington sold 50,- 
000 bu of No. 2 spring wheat for immediate 
export shipment. Liverpool came d lower, 
which, in view of the strength here on Fri- 
day, caused an easy opening. There was 
some liquidation of July wheat. The most 
prominent selling was by Lindblom, but all 
the offerings were well taken. The close 
showed a concession for the day of about 
e. Northwestern receipts were 281, 
against 238 a week ago and 507 
a year ago. Minneapolis was strong 
throughout the day, particularly for cash 
wheat. Clearances were equivalent to 348,- 
000, against 303,000 bu received at primary 
points. The only important change in the 
continental market was the advance of 40 
centimes on the June delivery in Paris. 
Local receipts of wheat were 15 cars, with 
58,000 bu inspected out of store. 

The provision market was inclined to be 
easy on the movement of hogs. For Mon- 
day 45,000 hogs are expected, while for the 
week the estimate is 185,000. On such a 
movement the pit traders do not seem tc 
care to own or buy provisions. Receipts for 
the week in the local market were 197,170 
hogs, against 144,497 the corresponding 
week last year. Packing to date is figured 
at 1,875,000 hogs, against 1,726,000 for the 
same period last season. Principal Western 
markets had 50,900, against 57,200 the same 
day last year. The local market for live 
hogs was active and weak at a decline of 
Be on 24,000 hogs. Packers sold early and 
caused a little easing off all the way around. 
John Cudahy was credited with selling 
pork, and Swift's people were sellers of ribs. 
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MORE TRADE IN CALIFORNIA FRUITS 


Sales to Date Heavier than 
Last Year. 

Figures show a healthful increase in the amount 
of California fruits shipped to this market in re- 
frigerator cars and sold at auction. For the week 
ending yesterday thirty-one cars were disposed of. 
These consisted of cherries, apricots, peaches, and 
plums, the popularity being in the order named. 
Since the opening of the auction market the middle 
of last month the sales have aggregated eighty- 
three cars. For the corresponding period last 
year they were only sixty-five cars. A few boxer 
of figs were received in yesterday's consignments. 
They were taken by a State street fruiterer. 
Prices are now about $1.10 per box of 50 figs, but 
as the season advances and shipments increase to 
meet the demand which is expected to follow the 
education of the public taste for this fruit, whole- 
sale prices are expected to drop to 30@40c per box.

More than $75,000,000 Held by Bank- 


ing Institutions—$40,000,000 Excess. 

Reserves held by a number of the banks in Chi- 
cago, which combine fh a weekly. report for their 
own benefit and guidance, amounted yesterday to 
more than 55 per cent. These banks have total 
deposits of $136,000,000, showing reserves in these 
banks alone of $75.000,000. The banks included 
in the report do not comprise more than half 
of the total number, but they have fully 75 per 
cent of the deposits of both national and State 
banks. The reserve required under the law is 25 
per cent, which would indicate the banks in ques- 
tion have approximately $40,000,000 in excess of 
that required under the law. The weekly bank 
statement of the associated banks of New York 
issued yesterday shows surplus reserve of K _- 

. By comparison the excess of reserves in the 
Chicago banks is much larger than that held by 
the banks of New York. 

The belief has been held by bankers that the in- 
crease in the demand for money would serve to 
reduce the excess reserves. While there has been 
a better demand for funds recently than was the 
case up to a few weeks ago, it has no more than 
kept pace with the increase in deposits. The 
opinion of bankers is still firmly in the direction 
of a better demand for s. It is believed by 
July 1 or by July 15 at farthest the demand for 
money will more than keep pace with the increase 
in deposits. and that reserves will begin to show 
a falling off. How soon the increased demand will 
result in better interest rates remains to eeen. 
It is not probable. however, that there will be 
any material increase in interest rates before Sep- 
tember. 

The small demand for money and the growing 
reserve has seriously curtailed the profits of the 
banking business.

One would have supposed that these riders 
wanted just that meet at which Zimmerman 
did not compete. But seconds—seconds, 
mind you—were honors in those days when 
those second positions were at the rear 
wheel of the mighty Zimmerman. Why, the 
makers advertised that their wheel took 
second to Zimmerman so many times with- 
in a week! That was an honor. Second to 
Zimmerman, the mightiest man the path had 
known to that time, and the mightiest it has 
known since that time, too. 

“ Zimmy ’’ cleaned up things that year if 
ever rider cleaned up things. He won 102 
Ursts in the season, and the 13—14—15 puzzle 
of that day was not as it has been for the 
last year, whether Zimmerman would re- 


turn to the path or no, but whether the man | 


was at fault, for 100 yards from home little 
Bliss turned and shot to the pole, just the 
rear wheel of Zimmerman, where he fin- 
ished. His manager cursed, tore his hair, 
and raved, but it did no good.. Bliss might 
have come straight ahead and won that 
race, but he didn’t, and that is the story. 
Wanted Just One Victory. 

Every racing man wanted to beat Zim- 
merman just once in those days. Once 
would have made any man happy. The 
honor was denied to the rank and file, but 
some did beat him, and Sanger was one of 
these. That was in 93, and Sanger had 
just returned from Europe, where he had 
won the English championship. He de- 
feated Zimmerman four out of the six times 
they met, and that record is his to this day. 
It is che greatest average of any of the 
racing men. Sanger defeated Zimmerman 
three times at Detroit just prior to the na- 
tional meet that year. He not only beat 
“Zimmy," but he came down those long 
stretches laughing at Zimmerman as he rode 
easily along. Is it small wonder that Sanger 
was looked upon as a marvel in those days? 
Zimmerman was one true sport if ever there 
Was one, and he congratulated the Milwau- 
keean, *“ Wooden Shoes,“ as he has always 
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likely to be the most popular piece of wheei- 
ing in the city. 

The Pullman road race cou possesses 
one feature of greatest value ſfwhich is not 
owned by any other in the oity. That is a 
stretch of six miles straight away from the 
start on the widest and best of the streets 
in the city. Michigan avenue south from 
Van Buren street to Garfield boulevard is 
the epen run, and it is just now as fine a 
length of roadway for cycling as can be 
wished for. Owing to its great breadth and 
perfect surface, it gives the wheelmen plenty 
of room in which to get over their first 
sprinting and jockeying for places, and has 
them settled down into steady work and 
well strung out before the turns and pieges 
of bad road are reached. It is, perhaps, more 
than any other one feature, just what is 
needed most for a road race with a large 
number of starters. 

Where Bad Riding Begins. 

But even when the turn is made into Gar- 
field boulevard and down through Wash- 
ington Park the riding is still all that the 
racers can wish. Huge broad drives with 
gentle curves carry the struggling cyclists 
to the Midway Plaisance, where the perfect 
character of the roads keeps up into Jack- 
son Park. Here again the broad new drives 
are to be followed, until Stony Island avenue 
at Sixty-seventh street.is reached. 

With Stony Island avenue the first car 
tracks and spots of bad riding are en- 
countered. Along its course there are many 
places which will be avoided by the riders 
who have become familiar with the route, 
but may prove troublesome to the strangers 
from other parts of the city. Block pave- 
ment extends to Parkside station, where a 
grade crossing with the railroad tracks and 
a road that is somewhat uneven are met at 
the same time. At Seventy-fifth street the 
famous ‘‘ Five Forks ’’ makes a complexity 
in the shape of a junction of several street 
car lines, While just beyond are the tracks 
of two steam railroads to cross. Farther on 
the good strips in the road are rather nar- 
row and obstructed by car tracks and lines 
of trolley poles. Still, the road is level if 
the paths are followed, and the only diffi- 
culties the riders will experience will be in 
passing each other. 

Potato Patch and Sand Hill. 

At the end of Stony Island avenue begins 
what used to be called the potato patch.“ 
At its entrance is now a bad spot in the 
shape of a bridge over a ditch. This struct- 
ure is narrow and worn out and would be a 
serious. obstacle in the race. But before 
that comes the bridge will not be in exist- 
ence, for the city has promised to have a 
new one built there in.the next few days. 

Beyond the bridge the road winds through 
the remains of the potato patch down to the 
old sand hill.“ The latter was once the 
most difficult obstruction which the racers 
had to encounter on the road to Pullman, 
for the sand was so deep in the road that 
wheels had to be carried over the crest of 
the rise. Now, however, the way is well 
inacadamized and the riding easy enough 
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MEN AND THE SCENES WHICH MAKE THE PULLMAN ROAD RACE. 
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is being anxiously awaited by many of the 
more thoughtful of the wheelmen in the 
city, since it is expected to decide several 
vexed questions. These speculative riders 
want to know whether the falling off in the 
entries of the Chicago road race means a 
general diminution in interest in road rac- 
ing, or whether the trouble was due to the 
confliction with the Cook County Cyclists’ 
event. They would also like to be told as to 
whether the beginning of July is not a more 
acceptable time for a road race than the 
early spring. Lastly, they seek informa- 
tion regarding the growth of cycling. 


Michael a Rival of Stocks. 

Jimmie Michael will shortly attempt to ride 
thirty-three miles in an hour at some race 
meet. He has the pacemaking, is reinstat- 
ed, and is anxious to take the recent record 
of 32 miles 442 yards from J. W. Stocks, who 
rides under the hated N. C. U. rules. ts 
backers are confident of the ability of the 
Welsh Rarebit to perform the feat. Mi- 
chael, by the way, wears a button constantly 
on which is inscribed: **‘ Thanks: I ama lit- 
tle small myself.”’ 


Bald Breaks His Hoodoo. 


Rube Shields, the hoodoo ”’ of Eddie Bald, 
appeared on the New York circuit in his 
great countryman act at Warsaw, and Bald 
neither lost a race nor was beatea in the 
open. The Buffalo flyer Was so pleased with 
this that he bought his former hoodoo ”’ 
a drink and called all deals off. Shields was 
present at every meet last season at which 
Bald fell or was badly beaten, and the cir- 
cumstance gave him the name of ** hoodoo.”’ 


Murphy Joins the Circuit. 
Charlie Murphy may follow the circuit 
through New York State to Brogklyn and 
then jump west to the national circuit meet 
at Springfield. This will add one more to 
the already good list of national circuit com- 
petitors.

fair and square, and he was never pro- 
tested. The record of the man is as clean 
as record could be. He is the Grand Old 
Man of Cycling to all concerned in the 
racing game, the truest sport that ever 
raced upon the path to them as well. Zim- 
my is remembered as a circuit chaser back 
in 98 and 94. Not many of the circuit fol- 
lowers of that comparatively recent period 
are now on the track as active racing men 
in the game. Some are along the circuits 
every season. 

Willie Windle is gone. Willie was a won- 
der until the “ Skeeter” struck him at 
Peoria in 91, and then Windle’s star dimmed 
perceptibly. That day is remembered dis- 
tinctly. It was the day of the high wheel. 
Windle was the King ot the path, Zim- 
merman—well, Zimmerman was a rider who 
was respected, but then ht was not the 
equal of Windle at any time, so they said. 
But they said wrong, for Zimmérman 
and his coffee mill, as the Star safety which 
he rode was called, just walked down that 
long stretch like a steam engine and the 
mighty Windle went down before the 
Grinder.“ 

Zimmerman that day was a cyclone. He 
remained an unconquerable cyclone for 
years after that time. His speed increased 


would ever last under the steady unbroken 
strain of constant victory. 

Last he did and that without the hard 
training the other men were placed to that 
they might capture the honors of Zimmer- 
man’s rear wheel. Zimmerman had his race 
won when he mounted his wheel. An inci- 
dent in this connection is recalled at Indian- 
apolis. The men had lined up at the tape. 
There was Bliss, the Chicago midget; George 
Taylor, a doctor now; Harry Tyler, now a 
farmer: Willie Windle, and many others. 
Zimmerman was not in that line and all 
looked relieved. But Zimmerman appeared. 
He strolled out of the gate in his character- 
istic way. 

„Here comes Zimmy!“ shouted one of 
the men. “ Now who is going to get sec- 
ond.“ That is it. Time after time it was 
planned to beat him, but the man did not 
have the heart. Zimmerman would win the 
race, they all thought, as he mounted, and 
so thinking, they gave it to him. 

This is not to infer that the great rider 
could not win, but there were cases where 
other riders might have won. They lacked 
the heart. They could not beat Zimmer- 
man, that was all. In this connection an- 
other incident might not be out of place. It 


| occurred at Milwaukee. Little“ Pye Bliss 


was riding strong at thattime. His mana- 
ger had told him that it was possible to beat 
“ Zimmy.” The finish of the race came and 
Bliss had the good center of the track. Zim- 
merman was on the pole and in soft going. 
Bliss was coming grandly some ways ahead 
of the Skeeter. All looked upon the race 
as belonging to Bliss. It was a sensation, 
something different, and the newspaper men 
planned on scare heads. But their planning 


been known. Sanger fell at Chicago and 
was out of it for the greater part of that 
season. 

John S. Johnson defeated Zimmerman at 
Chicago that season, and the incident at 
that time made an unfayorable impression 
for the manager of Zimmerman—his broth- 
er-in-law, Joe McDermott. 

Mr. McDermott grabbed Zimmerman's 
wheel as the rider left the track and ran 
out to the center of the track. There he 
pressed the tire of the rear wheel to show 
that it was soft. Five thousand people 
hissed the unsportsmanlike trick. They did 
not hiss Zimmerman, but they did hiss the 
manager. Zimmy” never made claims 
that his tire was soft that day at Chicago. 

Zimmerman traveled all over the country, 
sometimes with Joe McDermott, but more 
often alone or with a little negro boy to rub 
him. He did not need training. He did not 
train as we style training today. He rode 
in practice, but hé did not care for himself. 
“ Zimmy ” was two years ahead of his time 
—some said three years—and that raises the 
question as to whether he is not today right 
in his prime and the equal of the riders of 
the present day. 
Americans—not excepting Bald and Cooper 
—could not go over to France and defeat 
the Frenchmen on their own tracks. Zim- 
merman did so in 94, and he rather cleaned 
up things over there, too. They do say that

Wheeling Is Not the Path of 
Roses Many Suppose.

ETERNAL VIGILANCE IS REQUIRED 


ICYCLES and bicyclists are a nui< 
sance; a menace to the life, health, 
happiness, and morality of the peo- 
ple; an imposition on the common- 
wealth—these are the sentiments of 

a certain minister and a large fraction of 
the non-wheel riding public. But perhaps 
there is another side to the story. Perhaps 
the bicyclists have also troubles of their 
own. It is possible that there are certain 
things and people that are a menace to the 
life, health, happiness, and morality of wheel- 
men. It is within the limits of probability 
that there are impositions on the riders 
themselves. This idea seems to have been 
neglected in the general howl of disapproval 
over the air-shod steeds. But it has some 
reason, 

Bicycling in a big city is not all the path 
of roses that the opponents of the wheel 
profess to believe it is. Any rider who has 
been drenched by a sprinkler, choked with 
dust from the street, bitten by dogs, run 
into by a cab, and finally arrested by an offi- 
cious policeman, knows it is not, and he has 
but half run the gamut of the possible hard- 
ships which are always oppressing the 
devotees of the wheel. These are a few ot 
the impositions on the riders happening 
every day all over the city and suburbs: 


Sprinkling Wagons and Their Drivers. 
The man who drives a sprinkler wagon is, 
far more than the street railway magnate, 
the uncrowned king of the public highways, 
Ordinary people, and especially wheelmen, 
have no rights which he is bound to respect. 
In consequence, wide and deep is the swath 
he cuts, and the public had better get out 
of the road. In two ways this ruler of the 
highroad imposes on wheelmen—by drench-< 
ing them whenever he gets them caught in 
a place from which there is no means of 
speedy extrication, and by wetting the road 
so thoroughly and unnecessarily that what 
was an instant before a heavy layer of rest- 
less dust becomes on the second a sea of 
quid mud—the most disagreeable of all 
things which a rubber tire can encounter. 

These two means of making life miserable 
for the cyclist the man on the sprinkling 
cart is an artist at handling. But at last 
the dripping and mud-covered riders have 
gained a champion in Mayor Harrison. The 
city’s Chief Executive has issued orders dur- 
ing the last week obliging the city sprinklers 
to leave a path four feet wide on each side 
of the road for the Wwheelmen. 
has been fairly well obeyed exe 
conspicuous instances, and a , a 
assistance rendered the wheelmen by it. 
Another champion ts still needed to impose 
a sufficient penalty on every driver of a 
watering cart who deliberately drenches a 
cornered cyclist, then one of the greatest 
of the impositions on the wheelmen will be 
removed. 

Cabs and Cabbies. 

Probably the greatest menace to life and 
limb which the riders of wheels have to en- 
counter in the downtown districts of Chica- 
go is the cabs and their drivers. All vehicles, 
when driven in a careless and reckless man- 
ner, are, of course, most but it 
is the cab driver who especially prides him- 
self on his ability to get even with his nat- 
ural enemy, the wheelman. Such Jehus are 
numerous in this city, and they never lose 
an opportunity of doing a cyclist 
or inconvenience. With their collision- 
proof vehicles and valueless horses, they 
fear neither man, God, or policeman, and, in 
addition, hate bicycles and everybody con- 
nected with them, because they spoil the 
cab driving business. Many and 
are the impositions these pirates on the 
road succeed in heaping upon the wheelmen, 
and small is the satisfaction the riders ever 
get in return. Until more stringent 
are made for the conduct of vehicles on the 
streets of this city, the drivers of cabs will 
continue to be one of the greatest sources of 
dread in the life of the bicycle rider. 

Dogs and the “ Kiyi Gun.” 

To the bicyclists in the country 
suburbs of the city dogs are a nuisance and 
imposition of the greatest kind. Along the 
‘roads most frequented by wheels dwell many 
of these worthless curs, which spend two-

Women are 
the greatest offenders in this respect, run- 
ning part way from curb to curb, and then 
stopping on account of an approaching 
wheel or carriage and dodging back in front 
of a bicycle going the other way, finally 
‘pliécéeding In changing their minds several 
times in the process and thoroughly mixing 
up every vehicle within a distance of half 
a block in cither direction.

Class of Bicycle Thieves. 

+ Bicycle thieves are a class of their own 
in criminal matters. Their methods of oper- 
ation, disposition. of their booty, and gen- 
eral characteristics are far different from 
those commonly possessed by the breakers 
of the larceny laws. For that reason they 
are especially hard to handle by the police 
and are an unusual menace to the comfort 
of the bicycle riders. Few people realize 
the enormous number of bicycles stolen each 
year, and the figures are never given out 
by those in a position to make an estimate. 
The executive department of the city does 
what it can to check the prevalent evil, and 
has numerous detectives and policemen de- 
tailed entirely on the work of hunting bicy- 
ele thieves. But in spite of all precautions 
the evil has been growing and now forms one 
- of the most serious existing drawbacks to 
cycling. 

ö Troubles for Country Riders. 

The people who put obstructions in the 
roads used by bicycle riders are another 
class peculiar to themselves. They seem to 
be animated by a bitter hatred to every form 
ofa ‘le, and set themselves to work to 
cause as much trauble and inconvenience as 
possible» Tacks, broken glass, nails, tin 
cans, stones, and various other impediments 
Are their usual weapons, and many streets 
Rave been carefully planted with these dan- 
gerous obstacles.

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HISTORY OF THE STROKE. 


HIGH RATE OF SPEED FAVORED IN 
EARLY AMERICAN CREWS. 


Experiments on Both Sides Leave the 
Question as to Whether the High 
or Low Rate Is the Better Still in 
Doubt, Bach Having Ita Devotees— 
Test Between Crews Rowing Ac- 
eording te the Different Schools 
Throughout a Race Necessary. 


HOSE who speak of strokes, English 

and American, usually take it for 

granted that the English stroke has 

always been a long, slow stroke, while 

the typical American stroke has been 
a rapid one. This is a, mistaken idea, for 
the Englishmen have been through the ques- 
tion of high strokes, and some of them were 
by no means unbelievers in the quick stroke 
back in the late 608. Archibald McLaren, 
one of the early authorities on boating in 
England, wrote in the early ‘70s, lamenting 
the increased lote of the high stroke, as 
follows: Too often we have found that 
a short, quick stroke, by which the boat 
is kept at an almost uniform rate of speed 
throughout, is a vast saving of propelling 
power. The difference between this and the 
old stroke resembies that between an un- 
broken, even, level running and a succes- 
sion of leaps or bounds.’ So high did the 
strokes of some of the crews run in 72 that 
an old water man, after watching the race, 
made this remark: The crew that can, 
bucket it the fastest will win the race, if 
they don't bust.“ In 1874 McLaren wrote

Yale’s Record Time.

same length of time on the American Thames 
and the Connecticut River a four-mile course 


has never been covered under twenty min- 
utes and ten seconds, and twenty-one min- 
utes has been beaten but six times. Pavor- 
ing conditions and moro races at Pough- 
keepsle will undoubtedly produce a faster 
record, for last year's time of the four crews 
in the race beat twenty-one minutes and two 
of them finished under twenty minutes.

that the average ‘racing pace’ is forty 
to the minute. In spurting it will rise as 
high as forty-three of forty-four strokes 
to the minute.“ 

There has always been a temptation to- 
ward high strokes and especially in short 
races. In lung racing, howcver, the slow 
stroke has usually demonstrated its supe- 
tiority. The best record ever made by the 
fast stroke was in an American race be- 
tween Yale and Harvard at New London in 
1882. The Yale crew were an ideal crew for 
the fast stroke, and for a part of the race 
certainly made a most remarkable perform- 
auce. Their stroke ran all the way from 
forty to forty-six. This race is described 
a little later in the article. 

Early American Stroke. 

What might be called the stroke in the 
early American college boat races was a 
high one. In 1859, in the closest race up to 
that time rowed—namely: a race on Lake 
Quinsigamond for the Worcester citizens’ 
prize—the Yale crew, which finally won the 
contest while rowing for the most part at 
forty-six to forty-eight, spurted after Har- 
vard had the lead upon them to fifty. and 
then, it is credibly reported, to sixty at the 
finish, and won by two seconds. Something 
may be said in extenuation of such a pace, 
for the crew, it seems, had up to a short time 
before been rowing with thirteen-foot oars 
and a stroke of only thirty- eight, but their 
new oars were only ten and a half feet long, 
and they found themselves unable to get 
and keep way on the boat save at a high 
stroke. But the demon of the fast stroke 
had seized upon them, for the next year 
they ran it up to a similar point and were 
beaten by Harvard, but. by only twelve 
seconds. In 64 and ’65 the Yale stroke was 
still quick, but not so short as in the race of 
1860, the last previous race. In 1866, how- 
ever, Harvard quickened its stroke up to 
forty-two, while Yale altered its to a much 
longer and slower one. Harvard won by a 
half minute. In 1867 Harvard again won, 
but in 1868, led away, as seems almost al- 
ways the case when once thoroughly in love 
with a fast stroke, they ran it up still higher 
—forty-five—and shortened their oars still 
more. True, they won again. but the crew 
they sent to England in the following year 
was rowed down by the Oxford four in the 
last two miles of the race. For all this in 
1870 both Yale and Harvard rowed a high 
stroke, Yale as high as forty-four and Har- 
vard as high as forty-eight, and, although 
they had the varsity race to themselves, 
both their freshman crews were beaten by 
Brown. Yale did not row in the next regat- 
ta, but Harvard did and was beaten easily 
by the Massachusetts Agricultural College. 
Harvard and Yale were both beaten by 
Amherst the following year, and then Cook 
went to England and brought back the 
principies of the longer, slower stroke. With 
this stroke Yale won in 1873, but the follow- 
ing year both Yale and Harvard pulled 
thirty-two to thirty-four and were beaten 
by Columbia at thirty-eight in the first mile. 
What the eventual outcome might have 
been no one can tell, for Harvard and Yale 
fouled and Columbia won. Again, the next 
year, Cornell, with its higher stroke—higher, 
that is, than the stroke Yale and Harvard 
were rowing--won. In 1876 Yale pulled 
thirty-two to thirty-four and defeated Har- 
vard, pulling from thirty-five to forty, but 
Harvard was defeated by Cornell ‘again at 
a point or two higher still. In 187) again 
we find Harvard pullihg a stroke averaging 
two points higher than Yale's, though only 
going up to thirty-eight, winning the race 
and in 1880 Yale, at an average of two 
points higher than Harvard, thirty-eight 
to forty, winning. In 1881 both crews got 
up still another peg, and Tale, going from 
thirty-elzht to as high as ‘forty-four,’ with 
Harvard only to forty, the race went to 
Yale. 

Fast Work in 1882. 

But in 1882 occurred what was unques- 
tionably the most remarkable exposition of 
a fast stroke that has ever been seen. The 


whole story of the stroke and what led up 


to it is worth telling. 
The year before Davis, a professional, had 
had more or less influence in leading the men 
to practice a high stroke. There was a good 
deal of discussion about the matter, and 
some questionings among the old graduates 
as to the advisability of the high stroke. 
The boating men were rather divided, al- 
pena the undergraduates and crew were 
y impressed with the statements 
pet Davis.

They had been trained to row 
at the same rate as the crew of the previous 
year, but as a matter of fact the stroke 
was so badly overtained that he could not 
force the pace up. Thus before.the race 
was half over the beatings of their oars 
upon the water seemed like the feeble ef- 
forts of a wounded bird, and Harvard, row- 
ing 37—39, finished fifteen lengths ahead. 
The defeat was so severe that the stroke 
became called the ** donkey engine stroke 
and was then and there practically aban: 
doned. In 1884 Harvard started at 37, bul 
ranged from 36—38, while Yale rowed as 
high as 40 at the start, but came down to 
33, and won by four lengths. For the last 
eight or ten years Yale's stroke has ranged 
from 32 to 36, with Harvard's on the whole a 
couple of points higher, and almost without 
exception Yale has won. At the last meet- 
ing of the two—namely: the race at New 
London, in 1895, after starting at 36 Yale 
speedily dropped to 32, and rowed the race 
at from 32 to 34. Harvard went off at 38, 
dropped to 34, but soon went up again to 
a6, and at the navy yard were rowing 38. 
Yale won easily. But the freshman crews of 
the two institutions had a most exciting 
race. Yale began after a few quick strokes 
to row at 34. Harvard, at a point or two 
higher, led them during the first mile, but 
only by a slight margin. Vale then lifted the 
stroke to 36-38, and at one time touched 20 
for the half minute. At this spurt the Yale 
boat secured a slight lead, which was main- 
tained to the finish, although clear water 
was never opened up. 


Cornell at Henley. 

Cornell's stroke at Henley, as noted else- 
where in these articles, was severely com- 
mented upon by English papers as short and 
lacking in body swing. In the heat when 
they were defeated it was a high stroke, und 
to the men in their condition to all external 
appearances a killing one. Yet in the earlier 
days of their work upon the river they made 
excellent time even in comparison with the 
best of the English crews. At Poughkeep- 
sie, too, in that year Columbia's longer swing 
proved victorious over Cornell's American 
crew. Last year, however, the stroke of the 
Ithacans was manifestly longer and slower 
and the reach had lengthened out materi- 
ally. With this stroke they rowed Harvard 
down after the middle of the course had been 
passed. 

The stroke of the Sho-wae-cae-mettes was 
the highest stroke we have had any fair rec- 
ord of, and, as shown in one of their heats 
at Henley as well as in numerous races in 
this country, it certainly carried their boat 
rapidly. Thus we have the Shos, the Yale 
crew of 1882, and the Cornell Henley crew as 
‘examples of what has been looked upon by 
the public as a high stroke, and there is no 
avoiding. the issue that at certain times in 
the course of their work each one of these 
crews was making phenomenal time. But 
two of these crews broke down at the mo- 
ment of possible victory, and the third—put 
it how one likes—-rowed their race just 
enough slower than their rivals to miss the 
winning. 

In England where there are twenty, even 
thirty, crews to our one, where their rowing 
record antedates ours by a score and more of 
years, and where, if anywhere, there are un- 
limited opportunities of comparison, the 
question of stroke seems to have been set- 
tied in favor of the slow stroke with the long 
reach and comparatively short slide. Not 
that the English crews do not spurt on the 
short Henley course up to and even beyond 
forty, but the stroke is a long one, cut off a 
bit and never the shuttlellke action of 
what we call our fast stroke here. And with 
all the old questions among boating enthu- 
siasts it seems almost a pity that there does 
not happen to be in the race this 
year some crew with a stroke and 
an ability to execute it like that of some 
one of these above mentioned crews. Not 
until such a crew with such a stroke rows 
out a race from start to finish by the side 
of some representative crew of the other 
school will the doubts be laid at rest. When 
u crew breaks down its supporters naturally 
aré not satisfied with the test. The state- 
ment that men are not machines and hence 
cannot keep up the high stroke is usally 
true, so far as the evidence has gone, but 
there come from time to time phenomenal 
men who when grouped together produce 
phenomenal crews, and the actual time rec- 
ords of some of these high stroke crews are 
hard to face, and would be still harder if one 
of them should win a race. Then the only 
remaining question for argument would be 
Could the same crew, being such phenome- 
nal men, not have rowed even faster had they 
used a different stroke? And in that we

ning, and in one of the earliest races, 1859, 
Cambridge suffered the same disaster on 
the Unglish Thames. 

Then, too, there are other accidents that 
inay come up to mar a perfect race. Oars 
will sometimes break. The coating may 
have been scraped off at some vital point, 
and the oar thus subjected to the action of 
the water for some days becomes less strong 
and when the strain comesit snaps. In 1877 
the Oxford bow damaged his oar and was a 
passenger at the finish. In 1887 the Oxford 
No. 7 broke’ his oar. In the Yale-Atlanta 
race at New Haven Allen, the Captain, and 
Yale stroke, broke his oar, but after clearing 
away the dragging blade jumped overboard 
and his crew rowed on to victory. In the 
last -_Harvard-Yale race at New London 
Langford, the Yale stroke, wrenched his 
rowlock at the end of the third mile, but the 
damage was not of a serious enough nature 
to affect the result. 

Recall After Accidents. 

Should any accident occur in the first 
twenty strokes it is the custom to recali the 
boats, but after twenty strokes have been 
rowed each boat abides by its own accidents. 
It is casy to understand that from the very 
nature of the contest the selection of men is 
one of the most important factors of success. 
It one may judge from past records it is not 
always the biggest crew that wins, nor the 
oldest. There is something besides size or 
maturity that brings victory. 

In eight-oared races probably the heaviest 
crew that has ever rowed in college contests 
in this country was the Harvard crew in 
1892. The average weight was 177% pounds. 
The crew was beaten nearly a minute. The 
average age was 23% years. The heaviest 
Yale crew was the crew of 1882, which aver- 
aged 177% pounds in weight. They were 
beaten by Harvard by three seconds. 

Columbia's winning crew at Poughkeep- 
sie two years ago was a comparalively 
heavy crew, averaging 173 pounds. The 
youngest crew of which there is any record 
in college eight-oared contests was the 
Harvard crew of 1877. They averaged only 
20 years of age, but they won their race by 
seven seconds. This was the first year of 
Croker, Legate, Jacobs, Schwartz, and 
Smith. It was the famous mancrost crew 
which won for three years. 

The largest of the crews in these cight- 
oared races has been the Harvard crew of 
1890. They average 6 feet and ½ inch. They 
were beaten by eleven seconds. , 

It appears from these records, as well as 
others, that crews that are extreme in any 
way, either weight or height, as a rule, go 
down before the more average crews. 

It is intéresting also to note something of 
the distribution of the men who have rowed 
in the Harvard-Yale contests. The Harvard 
crews have been made up, more than half, of 
men coming from Massachusetts, one-tenth 
from New York, and the rest scattoring. 
While the Yale crews have been about one- 
third from New York, one-third from Con- 
necticut, and the balance scattering. 

It is generally reported that in England 
it is not considered good form to defeat a 
crew badly, but in the earlier days there 
were some bad beatings administered upon 
occasions. In the Oxford-Cambridge races 
the greatest defeats administered were in 
1889, when Cambridge won by one minute 
and forty-five seconds. In ’75 when Oxford 
won by ten lengths, and in 78 when Oxford 
won by ten lengths. 

The closest race of all was a dead heat in 
1878. The most remarkable race was prob- 
ably that of last year. It was rowed March 
28. when Oxford finally won by less than 
twenty-five feet in twenty minutes and four 
seconds. In America there has been but 
little sentiment against winning by all the 
water possible. 

Yale’s Worst Defeat. 

In Yale-Harvard races the worst defeat 
was the one administered by Harvard to 
Yale in 1855, which was won by 2 minutes 
and 34 seconds. In 1870 Harvard won by 
over a minute and a half, and in 88 Yale 
won by about twenty lengths. 

The closest race was that of 1882, When 
Harvard won by less than half a length. 

In Morgan's investigation into the effects 
of rowing upon the after health of Oxford 
and Cambridge University oars it appears 
that of the six crews that rowed from 1880 
to 1842 only three men showed any later 
effects, while of the two crews in the single 
year of 1545 no less than five men were re- 
turned in the statistics as injured. The race 
in that year was rowed nearly a month 
earlier than any previous race, which may 

ibly have had something to do with it. 


Of the former races three were rowed in 


June and three in April, while the race of 
1845 was rowed March 15. 

Then, too, in the next year’s race, which 
was rowed April 3, two were returned as 
injured. During the next seven races there 


was but one very close contest one

What Can He Do Now? 

If Zimmerman was two years ahead of 
his time in ‘08 and ‘#4, and if he has kept

able to hold his own with the kings of the

Zimmerman intends to reénter circuit lite 


but to do exhibition work. He has offers. 
Hie has also a trainer in Bime Young, 
who is one of the most capable men in this 
country today in his line. Young will soon 
know after he has Zimmy at work 
whether he has retained those marvelous 
sprints. It will not be headwork today that 
will beat the man, for it was headwork that 
ranked as one of his strongest points years 
ago. Zimmerman works with his head all 
through a race. He won by headwork for 
many years, and he can do so again. It will 
be with him a question of speed in the fin- 
ishing sprints, and they do say that riders 
of today are not finishing with any faster 
eighths or quarters than did Zimmerman 
finish in og, and this is probably the case. 

The Skeeter was never a man of great 
speed. John S. Johnson might ride a mile 
with horse pacing in 1:56 4-5, the much 
doubted but correct record of the man in 
, but Johnson could not beat Zimmerman 
in a race run in 2:25 or thereabouts. Zim- 
merman rode a mile with a flying start, tan- 
dein paced, at Springfield one Sunday just 
prior to one of the famous meets at Spring- 
field in 2:01 4-5. This was lower than the 
world’s record of the time, and the 
„ Skeeter was proud of it. As he stood 
by his wheel after the ride he said: 

That is a world’s record, all right.“ He 
was told that Sunday records would not 
be allowed. I don’t care about that. The 
world will know that I rode a mile in world 
record time, and that is all I care for.“ The 
man wanted to ride fast in those days, and 
he was not capable of such speed as others 
made, or thought that he was not. But he 
could win races against Johnson, Tyler, and 
Windle, the great record breakers of that 
time. Those men could not compete with 
him. Zimmerman rode a mile in competi- 
tion in France in 1:57, and he was proud of 
this, although it was not official through an 
error of the timekeepers in not changing po- 
sitions from one tape to the other quickly 
enough on the French tracks. 

„ Skeeter’s “ Great Speed. 

Zimmerman rode a mile behind tandem 
pace some days ago in under two minutes, 
so his father says, and his word is never to 
be doubted. This would seem to indicate 
that he has the speed all right in these late 
days. With Young to train him to it it is 
not improbable that the ability of old may 
return to him and that this, when added to 
a knowledge of the present day and the 
natural ability of the man, may place him in 
position to compete with the cracks along 
the circuits today. 

Zimmerman may not race at all. But the 
chances seem good that he will do so after 
he is once more with the racing men and 
imbued with the spirit. Should he race 
the prediction is made right here that he 
will more tHan hold his own with the present 
day riders. 

But Zimmerman is once more to be seen 
on the track anyway, race or no race. He 
is going to ride. He is going to show him- 
self to the people, and the American people 
want to see him. He is in demand right 
now all over the country. He is deluged 
with letters and is the still warm favorite 
with thousands upon thousands of people. 


SOME NEW CYCLING APPLIANCES. 


Military Wheel Which Can Be Carried 
in a Valise—Invention of an 
Italian Soldier. 


The military bicycle has come in for a 
great deal of attention of recent years all 
over the world, and nearly every country 
on the face of the globe has been experi- 
menting with some design or other especial- 
ly adapted to the purpose of warfare. Prob- 
ably the oddest type of military bicycle is 
the one recently adopted by the Italian gov- 
ernment, the invention of Lieutenant Bo- 
selli. It is the ideal portable bicycle, the 
inventor's principal object being to build 
a machine that would be light and strong 
and at the same time one that would in no 
way hamper the soldier on the field of ac- 
tion. This wheel weighs only thirteen and 
one-half pounds and when taken apart can 
be stowed away in a space eighteen inches 
square and a few inches deep. Thus it 
would be possible to put one of these bi- 
cycles in an ordinary valise if necessary, 
and when slung over a soldier’s back would 
in no way interfere with his movements. 

The Boselli bicycle does not fold, but 
rather breaks into two parts for packing. 
The wheels are much smaller than those 
seen on the average bicycle, being only 
fifteen inches in diameter. The wheel is 
strongly constructed, the tubing being the 
Same guage throughout, but the frame is 
stronger because it is composed of smaller 
lengths. a 

The new machine was thoroughly tested 
before being adopted by the government 
officials and was subjected to comparative 
trials with the French military bicycle by 

Jerard and also an Austrian army bicycle 
built by Czeipek and was found to sur- 
pass all others in strength, elasticity, and 
lasting qualities, 

A soldier mounted on one of these ma- 
chines presents a somewhat ludicrous ap- 
pearance, for he seems to be riding a toy 
bicycle made for a child. Nevertheless, it 
is an efficient carrier and will stand more 
hard service than other larger and heavier 
designs. 

->- 

A clever way of disposing of the wheel 
when not in use, in such a manner that it is 
entirely out of the way, and at the same time 
secure from thieves, seems to have been 
found by Oscar Schoenwasser of Dusseldorf. 
The hanger is made of strong galvanized 
wire, and the extremities upon which the 
wheel is suspended are covered with rubber 
tubing to protect the enamel. Upon one of 
these curved ends a metal slide is provided, 
which enables the owner to lock the bicycle 
frame to the hanger, the lock being kept on 
the hanger when not in use. 

A hanger has been designed for women’s 
wheels, one of the arms being a trifle longer; 
otherwise the arrangement is identical. The 
illustration thoroughly explains the idea and 
shows the simplicity of the new hanger. 

The seam or joint of the bicydle tubing has 
always been regarded as a weak spot, capa- 
ble of improvement, and many different 
methods have been devised for the purpose 
of strengthening this part. In a recently 
patented process the seam is formed with 
interlocking projections and recesses which

No more beautiful place for a race could 
be found in all the wide world. Longchamps 
is im the green heart of the Bois, and a 
- beautiful descent that leads down to the field 
‘from that most beautiful of avenues, that of 

the Acacias, where all fashion parades itself 

every sunny afternoon. The racecourse is 
really situated in a great green basin, sur- 
, rounded by lovely wooded hills. An afflu- 
ence of color, of refinement, of luxury, and 
of gayety such as we never know in America, 
dear as our country is. 

Like everything else.the Grand Prix has 

two sides to it. The low and the high, the 
poor and the rich. It is impossible to de- 


scribe in words the howling pandemonium — 


that the plebeian side is, and the other ex- 
“treme is equally hard to describe for the 
charm and the delight of it. 

The exciternent commences on the night 
before in Paris, just as the Fourthof July 
starts in at twiligkt on the evening of the 
Sd. The people crowd the streets, swarm 
in the sidewalk cafés and restaurants, and 
choke the hotels; the boulevards are a sight 
never to be forgotten, and one can only won- 
der where all the crush of humanity comes 
from. 

But when Sunday morning dawns then the 
great westward movement begins, and one 
would think something was wrong with 

Paris, and everybody was rushing with 
frantic haste to ge yond the famous bar- 
riers. It seems as if there were millions of 
people and Longchamps, like a great valley 
-of Jehosaphat, holds them all. 

Ot course the common, low life side of the 
Grand Prix is the most unusual and interest- 
ing study of humanity in the world, but it 
is the fashionable side that one connects 
with the great Paris race, the side that be- 
longs to the famous Jockey club and its in- 

closure. 

First in interest come the women, or rather 

ladies, of the beau monde. The fine high 
dames with blue blood and escutcheons and 
homes in the Faubourg St. Germaine. They 
‘are beautifully but never gaudily dressed. 
They are intelligent about the horses and 
“about the men as well. They stand up in

Now that I have begun with the theatrical 
world I might as well go on, for there was 
Anna Held, the little beauty, with her deli- 
cious skin and her wonderful hair and eyes. 
I thought her divine in New York, but she 
is best in a French setting, Parisian to the 
finger tips as she is.

She was in the 
“high and holy stand, and had a stun- 
ning costume on, no doubt of the tasteful 
Count’s Own choosing. :She has her waist 
pulled in tremendously in the round, French 
fashion, and she is still as round-shouldered 
as she was two years ago, when I was here. 

Comtesse de Castellane’s Gown. 

Her gown was berege. very sheer, and of 
heliotrope, barred off with hair lines of 
green into squares of a half inch. There 
was a green silk underdress and black taf- 
fera ceinture and stock. About her neck 
was a chain of fine gold, set with green 
stones, and to it was fastened a single eye- 
glass, which the Comtesse raised to her off 
eye every few minutes. Her hat was of 
green straw, flared up in front, and trimmed 
with lilacs and foliage, with a sweeping 
white paradise plume. Her parasol was of 
lilac silk muslin. 

With her was Lady Randolph Churchill, 
her new friend, who wore drab mohair, the 
kind that looks like silk, and with the most 
fetching decorations imaginable. There 
was a lot of white mohair braiding, bands 
of ecru guipure lace, and a dash of sun- 
set pink poult de soie about it, the whole 
making her look about 30, instead of the 45 
that she must be. 


The skirt of the mohair was rounded at 
the bottom, tight-fitting in the upper, in 
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the. front and sides, and almost without 
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braid and guipure. 

The sleeves were close and made after the 
tailor fashion, which is very small, and 
these, too, were trimmed from top to bot- 
tom with alternating rowa of the mohair 
braid an@ guipure insertion. They spread 
out over the hand in a rounded point, fin- 
ished off by a little frill of the rosy silk. 

Hat of Ecru Straw. 

The hat topping off her handsome head 
was of ecru straw, the braid being fully an 
inch wide and soft and satiny. It was flared 
straight up in front to show a half wreath 
of deep sunset pink roses crushed on her 
hair, while the crown was trimmed with a 
scarf of lace and an enormous black pom 
pon, out of which sprang a mass of feathcry 
black paradise plumes. White kid gloves 
and a rose pink silk parasol completed the 
stunning costume. 

Lady Randolph was accompanied by her 
son, young. Lieutenant Winston Churchill, 
who is one of the handsomest, manliest, and 
most amiable young Anglo-Americans that 
ever lived. The two mutually admire each 
other, the tall son his handsome, brilliant 
youthful mother, and the mother her 
straight, strong boy of 28, who has all of an 
American's cleverness and beauty and all 
of an Englishman’s natural refinement and 
ease. 

And the petticoats! 

It is impossible for one to go to the Grand 
Prix without carrying away in his memory 
a fascinating, bewildering background of 
wonderful Paris petticoats. For you know 

that Parisians wear their petticoats to be 
seen by all mankind, not to be covered up 
and hidden away in all their exquisite love- 
liness of frou-frou and color. La Parisienne 
holds her dress skirt high, O! very high, with 
both hands, and all the fluffy loveliness is 
good to look upon above trim, chic ankles, 
and high, tippering heels. Every gown is 
made more attractive by its accompaniment 
of petticoat, and it receives as much atten- 
tion as the hat or the gown itself. In Amer- 
ica everybody would be shocked to see wom- 
en going about with their dress skirts held 
up above their knees without any provoca- 
tion whatever; our countrywomen must at 
least have the excuse of mud or rain, but 
here it is different. La Parisienne is not 
complete when her skirts are down. A show 
of petticoats is a necessity to her. 

Some of the Petticoats Displayed. 

I must give just a little space here to 
these ravishing confections, for Grand Prix 
petticoats are the bravest of all the year. 
One on a dashing mondaine was of white 
taffeta, spotted in black. It was trimmed 
with a wide frill founce round the bottom, 
ornamented with a black lace flounce, which 
still again was over a white lace flounce, 
the effect being exquisite in its flaunting 
filuffiness. Above this double flounce was a 
wide black lace en sautoir, and on the body 
of the petticoat above the lace were numer- 
ous rows of black velvet. 

A soft-eyed demoiselle displayed with 
great care a jupon of pink moire, having 
the bottom cut in deep scallops. It was 
made up over a frilled flouncé of mous- 
seline de soie, supported by a gathereed 
flounce of pink faffeta. Each scallop was 
ornamented with rosettes of pink mous- 
seline de sole, connected one of the other 
by bars of black velvet ribbon. 

Still another dainty confection was of 
cerise and white shot mirror moire, trimmed 
about the bottom with a Louis XVI. drap- 
ery, in the shape of a baldachino, of white 
mousseline de sole, headed by a wide double 
ruche ornamented with Louis XVI. bows 
in pink satin, set a few inches apart. 

As all things Scotch are the vogue here in 
Paris now, because, I suppose, of Francois 
Coppée's play of Bonnie Prince Charlie,” 
one was of necessity treated to a large num- 
ber of tartan petticoats, one of the prettiest 
being of white taffeta silk with narrow 
stripes of 42d Scotch tartan, ornamented 
round the bottom with a straight tartan 
flounce edged with white lace, and above 
it a second flounce cut on a cross, algo 
trimmed with lace, and headed by a strip of 
insertion bound with blue and green velvet. 


Two Gowns at the Grand Prix. 


The illustrations give a faint idea of what 
the Grand Prix had to offer in the way of 
modes. 

The first one shows two smart frocks of 
the latest freaks of fashion; one is tucked 
to distraction and the other has a wonderful 
Parisian simplicity about it that a sketch 
can only suggest. 

The tucked frock is of pale green taffeta 
made up with narrow black velvet ribbon 
and écru insertion, the belt and stock being 
of orange cloth, a new wrinkle in modes. 

The skirt is perfectly plain, éxcepting hav- 
ing the seams and the immediate edge out- 
lined with black velvet ribbon. It is lined 
with white silk. 

The bodice is all tucks excepting the small 
yoke, which is of the lace and velvet rib- 
bon. The sleeves are deeply. tucked and 
the tucks of the body look as if continued 
from those in the sleeves. 

The hat is a large affair in English walk- 
ing shape of sunburnt straw, trimmed with 
wide white taffeta ribbon. 

The other gown is of white ‘cashmere, 
opening over a vest and panel of coffee-col- 
ored lace over orange silk, the belt and 
stock being of lavender silk. There are 
square epaulets over the shoulders and a 
gold buckle to the belt. The skirt hangs in 
full gathers from the belt and the blouse is 
very full and saggy. 

The hat is worn back from the face, as so 
many Paris hats now are, and it is of purple 
satin straw, trimmed with orange roses 
and bows of pure white taffeta silk. 

These gowns were worn by two handsome 
women, who had evidently been dropping 
considerable money, for they both looked 
very doleful when I saw them. 

Other Parisian Costumes. 

In another sketch are shown two dames of 
the high and haughty world of the French 
nobility, young, handsome, and tastefully 
gowned. 

The first gown is of silk bunting of a clear 
fawn over turquoise silk and trimmed over 
with frills and flounces of itself, the stock 
— belt being ot turquoise blue like the lin- 
ng. 

The skirt has a straight front breadth and 
all about the remainder run flounces of the 
silk bunting. 

The bodice is a blouse, fastening on one 
side with two small frills. It is girted in at 
the waist by a tight band of blue silk, and 
its closer collar of the same has an écru tulle 
ruche. 

The sleeves are small, and fitted to the arm 
all the way, wrinkling closely, with a frill 
at the waist and two flounces at the 
shoulder. 

The hat is of green straw, with a square 
bell crown, trimmed with plissed black and 
white silk. 

The other gown is of fine pale gray cloth, 
embroidered in wide gold braid. The skirt 
is gathered all round, scantily on the front 
and hips, and closély at the back. It is 
lined with deep rose silk. 

The bodice is in a double-breasted bluuse, 
with revers and epaulets. It has a little 
basque setting out about the hips below its 
tight belt, and the sleeves are deeply tucked 
at the top. 

The stock is of white linen, and the tie of 
curtain silk. The hat is a smart capote of 
reddish straw, crushed up at one side, and 
trimmed with roses and a ponpon of para- 
dise plumes in black. 

The remaining two gowns are of a much 
more fanciful description. One is of grena- 
dine, and the other of silk mull over taffeta, 
with lace and ribbon trimmings. 

The grenadine is of a peculiar rose color 
over pale pink silk, and has flounces on the 
skirt and puffs on the body. The sleeves are 
all handsome wrinkles, and the stock and 
ceinture are white. 

The hat is of white gauze and black velvet 
ribbon and a green paradise plume. 

The silk mull is a soft mauve, over green 
silk, with 6cru lace and pure white ribbon 
garnitures. 1

IN the course of his speech on the tariff 
bill Senator Mis of Texas brought to

These figures, Senator Mills says, are bor- 
rowed from the compilations made by 
Thomas G. Shearman in 1890, the correct- 
ness of which has never been questioned. 
Senator Mills in the course of his speech also 


pointed out some of the evils which accom- 


pany plutocracy. Following are some of 
the interesting passages in his address: 

J come, sir, to speak for the forgotten 
man—the taxpayer. I come to speak for 
thore from whose pockets this vast sum is 
to be raised, from whose labor and sweat

raise revenue and pay the debts of the gov- 
ernment, but to raise revenue for the private 
pockets of a favored class, and to an amount 
estimated at nearly $2,300,000,000 a year. 

‘Denounces Marriages for Title. 

„% Now, Mr. President, what fs all this for 
—this building up of great fortunes, this 
enormous fund-creating anf multiplying 
millionaires? Have we not been witnessing 
for the last few years a thing that must be 
humiliating to every lover of.the institu- 
tions of this country? Have we not seen the 
daughters of the millionaires, endowed with 
money wrung by legislation from the pock- 
ets of the forgotten taxpayers of this coun- 
try, shipped to Europe like fatted heifers 
and peddled for titles? What a spectacle 
to see American women exported and sold 
like so many carcasses of mutton or fresh 
beef for titles forbidden by the constitution 
of their country to be worn within its jur 


diction!—titles to be at deadly enmity wi 
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day and night this vast contribution is to be 
taken. They have some right to be heard in 
the councils of the nation when their prop- 
erty is to be taken by an act of legislative 
rapine and distributed among men who have 
paid no consideration for it. 


Inerease of Millionaires. 


“What are we doing? Building up a 
vast and solid plutocracy in this country. 
Somebody asked the other day how many 
millionaires there are in the United States. 
ou could count them on the fingers of one 
hand before 1860. The policies and measures 
adopted by the Democratic administrations 
before the war did not permit the growth of 
such monsters in this country. Republican 
policies have fostered and fattened them. 
They now insolently refuse to be taxed, 
and insolently demand that other people 
shall work out their lives to pay them 
tribute.

It did not affect 
them in the least. Then he took. HYdés--1 
chloric acid, 
made aqua regia. This alone will affect gold. 
The scales at once commenced to foam under 
the influence of the acid, and, to quote Gran- 
ville, he knew that what he had in the 
porcelain vessel was the first gold ever creat- 
ed by man.” It is well at this point to con- 
tinue quoting from Granville, for he has a 
picturesque way of expressing himself. 


Stood the Acid Test. 

„Almost dazed with the result of this ex- 
periment,” sad Granville to the reporter, 
‘‘which crowned the success of his long 
yéars of unremitting toil and researches, he 
sat for a moment and a half in a stunned 
condition, but, recovering, he at once pro- 
ceeded to.grind up the rose colored quartz 
in a mortar, and, placing it in the crucible, 
he reduced it by fluxes to a fluid state, and 
scorified and cupeilod the resulting button.
